Iran closes French consulate, centre 


BAHRAIN (R) — Iran said Saturday it was dosing the French 
consulate in Isfahan and the French cultural centre in Iran in 
retaliation for what it called French involvement in the hijacking 
on Wednesday of an Iran Air Boeing 747 to Paris. An Iranian 
Foreign Ministry statement, quoted by the national news agency 
IRNA. said France had become the capital of Iranian counter- 
revolutionaries and terrorists and had provided facilities to the 
hijackets. Six Iranians seized the aircraft with 350 people on 
board while on a domestic flight to Tehran and forced the pilot to 
fly to Kuwait and then Paris, where they surrendered. French 
Justice Ministry officials said the six men were charged with air 
piracy by a court Saturday. They face five to 10 years in jail, but 
the sentence could be lighter if the court decided there were 
extenuating circumstances, the officials said. (Earlier story on

In a 
commentary, state-run Damascus 
Radio said: “The announcement 
of the manoeuvres... indicates that 
the Americans are preparing the 
ground for some action under 
which Israel would be entrusted 
with committing aggression aga- 
inst Syria." The pentagon said on 
Tuesday that units of the U.S. 
Rapid Deployment Force would 
hold their first summer man- 
oeuvres next month in Egypt. 
Sudan. Oman and Somalia.

TEHRAN f R ) - Iranian police 
have arrested four people after 
discovering 1 2 tonnes of smuggled 
rice and five tonnes of illegally 
hoarded tea in Tehran. Iranian 
newspapers reported Saturday. 
There is a thriving black market 
for many commodities in Iran 
because of rationing during the 
war with Iraq and distribution 
problems.

ALEXANDRIA. Egypt (R) - 
Sudanese President Jaafar Num- 
eiri left for Khartoum Saturday at 
the end of a two-week private visit 
during which he held two sessions 
of talks with Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak on the situation in 
Chad. The two countries are 
strong supporters of the Chad 
government of President Hissene 
Habre against the rebel forces of 
former President Goukouni Oue- 
ddei.

Syria to end rebellion 


DAMASCUS (R) — Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) Chairman Yasser Ara- 
fat is insisting that his strained ties with Syria 
must be normalised before he can discuss 
ways to end a mutiny among his fighters, 
informed Palestinian sources said Saturday. 


The sources said this demand 
was conveyed to Syrian Foreign 
Minister Abdul Halim Khaddam 
by a PLO six-man mediation 
committee formed to heal the split 
in Mr. Arafat's own Fateh gue- 
rrilla group. 

The team, which arrived in 
Damascus on Thursday after see- 
ing Mr. Arafat in Tunis, told Mr. 
Khaddam that .Mr. Arafat had rej- 
ected its three-point plan for res- 
olving the split between Fateh 
loyalists and hardline dissidents. 

The mediators Friday conveyed 
Mr. Arafat's reply to leaders of the 
rebel movement, which is based in 
eastern Lebanon. 

.vlr. Arafat was expelled from 
Syria on June 24 after he accused 
the Damascus authorities of bac- 
king the dissidents. Syria denies 
the charge, and says it is up to Mr. 
Arafat to settle the dispute among 
his followers. 

After three hours of talks, the 
mediation committee's leader. 
Khaled Al Fahoum. said the 
team told the Syrian minister of 
the PLO's "keenness to establish 
brotherly and strategic relations 
with Syria.” 

He said his team had achieved 


some progress but that resolving 
the dispute within Fateh and imp- 
roving ties with Syria would take 
more time. 

"The team wiD continue its eff- 
orts in response to persistent dem- 
ands from the PLO Executive 
Committee, the Fateh Central 
Committee and Arafat himself.” 
Mr. Fahoum told reporters. 

He said he had brought “some 
concepts” from the 14-man PLO 
Executive Committee, which is 
headed by .Mr. Arafat and formed 
the mediation team at a meeting in 
Tunis, but declined to reveal what 
these were. 

The team's ideas for ending the 
dispute have uot been publicised 
but informed Palestinian sources* 
say a key proposal is that the lea- 
der of the mutiny. Colonel Abu 
Musa, should be appointed com- 
mander of PLO forces in Leb- 


rejected the proposals, saying he 
wanted to normalise relations with 
Syria before discussing possible 
solutions for the differences 
among the Palestinians. 

Fateh, founded by Mr Arafat in 
195V. is by far the biggest of eight 
separate guerrilla organisations 
grouped under the umbrella of the 
PLO. 


Syria continues attacks 


Meanwhile, the official Syrian 
press Saturday continued to attack 
Mr. Arafat, accusing him of mak- 
ing “fatal mistakes”. 

"Everybody should be warned 
against the fatal mistakes of Mr. 
Arafat.” the government daily 
Tishrin said. 


“Those who become tired of 
struggle should withdraw and let 
the true stragglers for Palestine 
continue their struggle.” Tishrin 
attacked "the independent Pal- 
estinian decision, for which Arafat 
is now calling.” 

Tishrin also accused him of sup- 
porting the U.S. peace plan for the 
Middle East in defiance of the 
PLO.

Palestinians accuse Syria 
of hampering Bekaa truce

Palestinian commando leaders 
loyal to Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO ) Chairman Yasser 
Arafat Saturday accused Syria of 
trying to sabotage last week's cea- 
sefire agreement reached between 
them and rebels opposed to Mr. 
Arafat; and to incite further 
armed clashes in Lebanon's Bekaa 
Valley. 

The loyalists cited an ann- 
ouncement by the Syrian -backed 
Popular Front for the Liberation 
of Palestine-General Command 
( PFLP-GC) that the front will not 
withdraw from positions captured 
jointly with the rebels. led by 
Fateh Colonel Abu Musa, in da- 
shes with the loyalists over the 
past two weeks. 

They said that this ann- 
ouncement clearly undermines 
the terms of the latest ceasefire 
between loyalist Arafat forces and 
the rebels which stipulate that all 
positions captured in armed cla- 
shes during the past fortnight 
would be evacuated by both par- 
ties. 

A senior PLO official, who 
asked not to be named, said 
PFLP-GC leader Ahmad JibriL 
*who enjoys the full backing of- 
Syria.” is trying to sabotage the 
truce agreement and to start fur- 
ther armed clashes. 

'Syria is not interested in a rec- 
onciliation between the two con-’ 
flicting Fateh groups and is wor- 
king on widening the rift through 
its surrogate organisations such as 
PFLP-GC.” the PLO official said. 
One of the prominent positions 


upder the stipulation is Massna'. 
an industrial area near Shtoura on 
the Syrian -Lebanese border. 
Fears of Further clashes and rebel 
roadblocks have impeded the 
production process in the area and 
the Lebanese National Mov- 
ement. an alliance of the PLO for- 
ces in Lebanon, mediated bet- 
ween the rebels and loyalists and 
pressed for a withdrawal of armed 
elements from the area so that 
workers' movements are not par- 
alysed. 


CounciL returned to its Tunis 
headquarters last Wednesday to 
brief Mr. Arafat on the outcome 
of the talks. The team was back in 
Damascus Friday and Mr. Fah- 
oum said that the mediation eff- 
orts will resume after the ‘EUi Al 
Fitr holidays marking the end of 
the Muslim holy month of Ram- 
adan. 


Also under the agreement the 
loyalist forces agreed to allow 
back those who joined Abu 
Musa’s forces despite their des- 
ertion to the rebels. 

The ceasefire appeared to be 
holding Friday, when vehicles car- 
rying pro-Arafat forces were able 
to move freely between Baalbek 
and Shtoura. an area controlled by 
Abu Musa's forces, fighters of the 
PFLP-GC and Syrian soldiers. 
But reports from the Bekaa said 
that PFLP-GC forces have inc- 
reased the number of roadblocks 
in that area, restricting the mov- 
ements of pro-Arafat forces. 


A senior loyalist Fateh officer, 
who held talks with the rebels in 
the Bekaa. said that Abu Musa 
reaffirmed his commitment to the 
ceasefire agreement but he told 
him that he cannot guarantee Mr. 
JibriTs adherence to the truce. 

The truce was arranged by a 
six-member mediation team from 
the PLO Executive Committee 
which held intensive talks with the 
rebels last week. The team, hea- 
ded by Khaled Al Fahoum. spe- 
aker of the Palestine National 


Apart from trying to reconcile 
the conflicting groups in Fateh, 
the biggest commando group 
under the PLO umbrella, the mis- 
sion also aims to find a solution to 
the Arafat-Syrian conflict, res- 
ulting from the expulsion of Mr. 
Arafat from Syria last month, 
after he accused the Syrians of 
supporting the Fateh mutiny. 

A PLO officiaL who declined to 
be identified, expected that the 
success or failure of mediation 
efforts between the PLO and Syria 
depends on the progress of a joint 
Syrian-American committee for- 
med after the visit of U.S. Sec- 
retary of Stale George Shultz to 
Damascus last week. “Any pro- 
gress made by the Syrian- 
American committee would be 
connected with a deterioration of 
PLO-Syrian relations.” the off- 
icial said. 


The official explained (hat any 
progress in the work of the com- 
mittee would mean the evacuation 
of PLO forces from Lebanon. 
“Syria will then enter a U.S.- 
sponsored peace agreement with 
isracL bypassing the PLO— the 
sole and legitimate representative 
of the Palestinian people-and 
ignoring the legitimate rights of 
the Palestinians.” he said. 


Israeli move sparks pullout speculation 


BEIRUT (R) •— Israeli forces 
have pulled out from a mountain 
position east of Beirut in a move 
which prompted speculation that a 
long-awaited withdrawal by Israel 
to safer positions in southern Leb- 
anon was imminent. 

But an Israeli military spo- 
kesman outside Beirut said the 
move was merely a local technical 
reorganisation. 

“Rumours that this is part of a 
withdrawal are totally incorrect," 
he said. 

The spokesman said the Israelis 
had handed over a checkpoint at 
the town of Monteverde, 15 kil- 
ometres from the capital, to the 


Lebanese army Friday. 

The checkpoint was the last 
known Israeli road position north 
of the strategic Beirut-Damascus 
highway. 

The spokesman, however, dec- 
lined to confirm that the pullout 
meant the Israeli army now had no 
fixed posts north of the highway. 

Monteverde lies in mountains 
controlled by the Isaelis' closest 
allies in Lebanon, right-wing Fal- 
angist militiamen, and is close to 
the front line of the Syrian army to 
the east. 

Israeli officials say they have 
decided to make a phased, partial 
pullback of their forces in Leb- 


anon from the outskirts of the cap- 
ital and the Beirut-Damascus hig-* 
hway. 

No date has been announced for 
the move, which was prompted by 
rising Israeli casualties from gue- 
rrilla attacks and a stalemate in 
U.S.-led efforts to secure a sim- 
ultaneous Israeli and Syrian wit- 
hdrawal from Lebanon. 

Israeli troops in Monteverde 
were in little danger of guerrilla 
attack as the territory is generally 
friendly. 

But the position was isolated 
and Israeli officials have indicated 
they are keen to reduce the length 
of their supply lines.

Secretary of state briefs 


Reagan on vlideast talks 


WASHINGTON (R) -Secretary 
of State George Shultz reported to 
President Reagan Friday a few 
hours after returning from a six- 
nation Middle East swing that 
brought no apparent progress on 
getting foreign troops out of Leb- 
anon. 

The White House released no 
details on his report to the pre- 
sident. National Security Adviser 
William Clark and other adm- 
inistration officials. 

Bui Mr. Shultz earlier told rep- 
orters near the end of his i 5-day 
trip that also included visits to four 
Asian nations: “I wish I could 
report that somehow we see a 


movement in the direction of sim- 
ultaneous withdrawal, but I can't 
give any such report.” 

The crucial stop on Mr.Shultz's 
trip, and the key to his effort to 
arrange a mutual withdrawal of 
Israeli. Syrian and Palestinian fig- 
hters from Lebanon, was Dam- 
ascus where he met President 
Hafez Al Assad for five hours on 
Wednesday. 

Mr. Assad, who repeated his 
criticism of an Israeli- Lebanese 
withdrawal agreement hammered 
out by vlr. Shultz during a shuttle 
mission in May. issued a statement 
after vlr. Shultz left calling Syria's 
opposition final and irrevocable. 


Khartoum accuses Libya 
of involvement in kidnap 


KHARTOUM (R) - Sudan Sat- 
urday accused Libya of inv- 
olvement in the kidnap of five for- 
eign relief workers, released Fri- 
day by Sudanese troops who killed 
1 H rebels. 

The general command of the 
Sudanese armed forces said there 
had been “continuous contacts 
between the outlaws and the gov- 
ernment of Libya.” Other foreign 
forces had also been involved, it 
said. 

A statement by the general 
command, issued by the official 


Sudan News Agency (SUN A), 
said two of the kidnappers were 
university students who had been 
trained by Cuban military per- 
sonnel in Libya. 

"They later returned to sou- 
thern Sudan to carry out Libyan 
designs.” it said. 

The five hostages, two Ame- 
ricans. a West German, a Can- 
adian and a Dutchman, were all 
reported to be in good health and 
safe in Juba, the southern Sudan 
capital. They had been captured 
on June 28.

Mideast, bilateral ties 


BRUSSELS (Agencies) - His 
Royal Highness Crown Prince 
Hassan and Belgian Foreign Min- 
ister Leo Tindemans Saturday 
discussed prospects for peace in 
the Middle East and economic 
relations between Jordan and 
Belgium. 

Prince Hassan. who met senior 
European Economic Community 
(EEC) officials Friday, told Mr. 
Tindemans he was pleased that 
Belgium had recently designated 
an ambassador to Amman, a For- 
eign Ministry official said. 

The two officials also discussed 
possible development projects to 
be undertaken by Belgium in Jor- 
dan. 

Friday evening. King Baudouin 
of Belgium gave an Iftar banquet 
in honour of Prince Hassan and his 
accompanying delegation. The 


banquet was attended by Bel- 
gium’s Crown Prince Albert and 
senior Belgian officials. 

Also on Friday. Prince Hassan 
conferred with West German For- 
eign Minister Hans- Dietrich Gen- 
scher with whom he reviewed 
Jordanian- West German relations 
and Middle Eastern dev- 
elopments. They discussed Israel* s 
“expansionist measures in the reg- 
ion and its settlement policies in 
the occupied Arab territories.” 
the Jordanian News Agency. 
Petra, said. The meeting was att- 
ended by Jordan's ambassador to 
Belgium. 

Prince Hassan arrived in Bru- 
ssels Thursday for an official visit 
which will last several days at the 
invitation of the Belgium gov- 
ernment and the EEC Executive 
Commission. 


Israeli forces enforce 
curfew on W.Bank town 


TEL AVIV (Agencies) - Israeli 
security forces Saturday enforced 
a curfew in the West Bank town of 
Hebron following Thursday's kil- 
ling of a Jewish student there and 
Friday's clashes between Israeli 
soldiers and. Palestinian dem- 


onstrators. 

Friday's demonstrations were 
staged in protest against the occ- 
upation authorities' dismissal of 
the town's municipal council, hea- 
ded by Acting Mayor Mustafa Al 
Natche. 

The occupation authorities 
dismissed .Mr. Natche accusing 
him of encouraging Palestinian 
attacks against Jewish settlers. 

The deported mayor of Hebron. 
' Fahd Qawasmeh said in an int- 
erview with the Jordan Times Fri- 
day that the dismissal of Mr. Nat- 
che and the town council were pan 
of an Israeli plan to replace the 
council with another body which 
the occupation authorities hope 
would cooperate with them. 

Israeli settlers in the occupied 
territory have called on Defence 
Minister Moshe Arens and Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin to 
enact stricter measures against 
West Bank Palestinians. 

They blame the stabbing, which 
occurred in Hebron's centra! mar- 
ketplace. on what they call "len- 
ient” policies adopted by Mr. 
Arens since he took over from 
Ariel Sharon as defence minister. 


The incident was expected to 
top the agenda at Sunday's weekly 
cabinet meeting. 

In an interview broadcast Sat- 
urday by the state radio, vlr. 
Arens reiterated his opposition to 
settlers' demands for est- 
ablishment of vigilante forces as a 
means of self-protection. 

“There are no militias in Isr- 
aeL” he said. " We have the Israeli 
army... we don't need or want any 
additional militia.” 

Hebron's Arab population has 
been under curfew since Thu- 
rsday's clashes, which climaxed 
weeks of growing tension between 
local Palestinians and Jewish set- 
tlers. 

Troops were on the alert Sat- 
urday in Jerusalem’s Arab sector 
where several hundred slone- 
throwing Arab demonstrators cla- 
shed with police and troops after 
Friday prayers. About 2u Arabs 
were arrested. 

Former Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin, who was in office when the 
Jewish settlement in the Hebron 
suburb of Kftyat Araba was built, 
said in a lecture Saturday that he 
had opposed such seiticmenl ins- 
ide Hebron and that his gov- 
ernment had not intended that 
Jews should return to the town. 

Since Mr. Begin took office in 
.1977. some 22.oi)u Israelis have 
moved imo the West Bank, where 
XOO.IMHI Palestinians live.

The Libyan news agency JANA 
said earlier that Abeche had been 
captured, but the sources here said 
government troops were still hol- 
ding fast. 

A long- he raided government- 
counter-offensive has yet to begin 
against rebel troops led by former 
President Goukouni Oueddei 
which still appear to have the 
upper hand. 

The capture two weeks ago of 
the key northern oasis town of 
.Faya Largcau gave them control 


over one-third of this vast, semi- 
desert Central African nation 
which has been wracked by civil 
war for 1 7 years. 

Military sources said Friday the 
government planned in establish a 
strong defence line about 4tiu kil- 
ometres north-east of the capital 
to contain the rebels before lau- 
nching a counter-offensive. 

But the fact that fighting is rep- 
orted around Abeche means the 
rebels have already penetrated the 
line. 

Supplies of weapons and amm- 
unition for the government forces 
of President Hissene Habre con- 
tinue to pour into N'djamena. 
notably from France, but have yet 
to be delivered to the troops, mil- 
itary sources said. 

They include mortars, anti-tank 
rockets and rifles which would 
help government forces match the 
heavy artillery Libya is alleged to 
have supplied to its rebel allies. 


Shultz to be urged to attend Madrid conference 


MADRID (R) - The chief U.S. 
delegate to the European security 
review conference said Saturday 
he would urge Secretary of State 
George Shultz to attend the final 
session of the marathon meeting 
expected later this month. 

Mr. Shultz's attendance would 
turn the close of the 35 -nation 
meeting imo a major gathering of 
foreign ministers from East and 
West and possibly pave the way 
for a U.S.-Soviel summit. 

Ambassador Max Kampelman 
told Reuters he would make, his 
recommendation to Shultz at a 
meeting in Washington on Mon- 
day. 

Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko has already indicated 
that he intends to travel to Madrid 
for the signing of the new doc- 
ument on detente- and human 


rights drawn up here during nearly 
three years of laborious East- 
West negotiation. 

The document is an updated 
version of the 1975 Helsinki agr- 
eements on security and coo- 
peration in Europe. 

Although it falls short of Wes- 
tern objectives, the document 
advances the Helsinki accords in 
some respects and sets mandates 
for key follow-up meetings on - 
human rights, human contacts and 
ways of guarding against surprise 
attack. 

The last major hurdle to agr- 
eement was cleared on Thursday 
when East and West reached inf- 
ormal agreement on the mandate 
for the human contacts meeting 
which will cover issues like family 
reunification and travel between 
Communist and non-Communist 


countries. 

Delegates have also set a target 
date for closing the conference 
between July 18 and 2U. but Mr. 
Kampelman said Saturday (he 
dates might have to be put back-io 
the end of the month. 

He said it depended on how 
quickly the few outstanding pro- 
blems were resolved. 

These included clarifications on 
the mandate for the human con- 
tacts meeting, in particular a gua- 
rantee that because it appears in 
an annexe to the main document it 
would not be treated as a second- 
class gathering. 

There were also some rem- 
aining problems of the translation 
of the text .in Russian. American 
and British Russian-language 
experts were flying to Madrid to 
resolve them, he added. 


But the major obstacle to a spe- 
edy end was the threat by Malta to 
block consensus unless the con- 
ference agreed to another 
follow-up meeting on Med-“ 
ilerranean security. 

Western nations have made 
clear that they will not agree to 
Malta' s demands because they say 
the conference is not the right 
forum For discussing Med- 
iterranean security issues that 
would inevitably draw in the Mid- 
dle East and North Africa. 

“Wc have told the Maltese that 
we will not accept this.” Mr. Kara- 
pelman said.

Official campaign for gold, cash 
donations fires Iraqi patriotism

BAGHDAD — An Iraqi cam- 
paign seeking gold and cash don- 
ations to help the country's war 
effort against Iran has caught the 
public imagination and thousands 
Iraqis have rallied to the call. 

President Saddam Hussein 
makes daily television app- 
earances to support the three- 
weck-old campaign, while long 
lists of donors, ranging from 
members of the presidential fam- 
ily and government leaders to ord- 
inary folk, appear in newspapers. 

Nearly 2o tonnes of gold, with a 
current market value of about 
S265 million, and thousands of 
dollars in cashave poured into col- 
lection centres around the cou- 
ntry. reliable sources here say. 

Everyday, long long queues are 
seen outside collection centres, 
including the presidential palace, 
the ruling Baath Party hea- 
dquarters. the national assembly 
building and buildings scattered 
round the country.

A foreign diplomat based in 
Kuwait told Reuters in Baghdad 
that the Iraqi dinar nearly doubled 
in value on the Kuwaiti market 
following news of the Iraqi gold 
campaign. 

“If these huge quantities are 
used properly by Iraqi bankers 
and other financial experts. Iraq 
will regain its economic goodwill 
abroad and foreign companies will 
feel safe to invest their capital and 
know-how in Iraqi development 
projects.” the manager of an East 
European development company 
said. 


What to do 


The big question is what Iraq, 
which has depleted its currency 
and gold reserves to continue the 
34-month-old war against nei- 
ghbouring Iran, will do with the 
donations. 

The w3r has cost Iraq billions of 
dollars to maintain its forces and 
military equipment, while its oil 
exports, a major revenue source, 
have been sharply reduced with 
the closure of Gulf outlets and a 
pipeline via Syria to the vled- 


itenranean. 

This has severely damaged l- 
raq's ability to pay for products 
and services ordered from the 
Wcsl 

- Diplomats said the gold and 
cash could be used to encourage 
foreign companies and banks to 
defer repayment of loans to Iraq 
totalling several billion dollars. 

Last month Hermann Becker, 
chief executive of Philipp Hol- 
zmann. West Germany's biggest 
construction company, said Iraq 
owed his company between SI 3.7 
million and 15.7 million for work 
already completed on a canal and 
a power station. 

vlr. Becker also said that by the 
end of July international con- 
struction companies operating in 
Iraq would have to work out a 
formula that payment was made 
or work might have to stop. 

Western diplomats here believe 
the government's aim is to use the 
gold to support the Iraqi dinar. 


Gold statue 

President Hussein recently told 
vlanal Yunis. who heads a 
women's organisation which sug- 
gested the campaign, that his gov- 
ernment wanted to build a gold 
statue to mark “the sacrifices of 
Iraqi women in support of the 
honest battles against the Iranian 
aggressors." 

But the government is biding its 
time on deciding how to use ail the 
gold. Culture and Information 
vlinister Latif Nassif A I-J assent 
told reporters on Tuesday that it 
would be kept in the Central Bank 
pending a decision. 

“The meaning of the donation is 
not in the material value of the 
gold, but it reflects the sacrificing 
nature of thlraqi woman who con- 
siders gold her most precious bel- 
onging." he said. 

According to newspaper lists, 
invidivual gold donations range 
bom a few grammes to 6.5 kil- 
ogrammes.

U.S.' firm on pullout from Lebanon 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) - 
U.S. State Department deputy 
spokesman Alan Romberg said at 
a press conference Friday the Uni- 
ted States will “remain actively 
involved in trying to find ways” to 
bring about the total withdrawal 
of all foreign forces from Leb- 
anon. 

He declined to characterise the 
Syrian attitude during talks earlier 
this week with Secretary of State 
George Shultz in Damascus. 

“We would obviously let the 
Syrians speak for themselves on 
this." the deputy spokesman told 
the reporters.

When one reporter suggested 
that some Arab governments may 
be moving closer to the Syrian pos- 
ition. Mr. Romberg said, “these 
governments will have to speak 
for themselves". “The point is that 
we will remain actively involved in 
trying to find ways to effect the 
total withdrawal of all the foreign 
forces from Lebanon, and to res- 
tore Lebanese sovereignty thr-'

But he told reporters in Jer- 
usalem after talks with Israeli 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
that he had made no progress in 
getting Israel and Syria to wit- 
hdraw their troops simultaneously 
from Lebanon.

Turkey arrests alleged 
militants, seizes arms

U.S. releases

WASHINGTON (R) - About 
850 U.S. troops will stage exe- 
rcises in Sudan in August and 
early September at about the same 
time that other U.S. troops hold 
joint manoeuvres with Egypt 
Somalia and Oman, defence off- 
icials said Friday. 

The Pentagon has announced 
separate joint exercises with 
Egypt and Somalia. 

Officials said the Egyptian exe- 
rcise will involve 5.500 U.S. tro- 
ops in air. land and sea man- 
oeuvres.

President Assad told Mr. Shultz, 
ft challenged Lebanese sov- 
ereignty. a claim that Mi.

A Lebanese official told rep- 
orters that a partial withdrawal 
should be linked to a timetable for 
a total pullout, otherwise the May 
agreement would be a dead letter.

Shultz said Israel had a mem- 
orandum signed by the secretary 
of state pledging U.S. support for 
non-withdrawal if Syria does not 
also agree to leave Lebanon. 

“We want that agreement

This means that the problem 
before Mr. Shultz as he continues 
consultations with the Israelis and 
Lebanese is how to demonstrate 
that a partial Israeli withdrawal is 
a step towards a full pullout. 

Israeli officials said they would 
make it plain chat this was the 
case, bar a mere statement is unl- 
ikely to ease Lebanon's fears that 
it js facing indefinite partition. 

Further, there is the thorny 
problem of how to keep the peace 
in territory vacated by Israeli tro- 
ops. 

Mr. Shultz made clear to rep- 
orters that he is opposed to sen- 
ding American troops to be shot at .

Madaba water crisis 
over, says governor 


YiADABA (J.T.) — The Madaba water crisis, which 
has been acute since the beginning of the year, is now 
over, Vladaba District Governor Jamal Al Momani 
announced here Saturday. 


He said that ihe chronic water 
shortage ended Thursday when 
water supplies to the city resumed 
at an average of 400 cubic metres 
an hour, around the dock. 

However, the area around 
Madaba is still not receiving 'suf- 
ficient amounts of water. This 
problem will be rectified in the 
coming two days by technical 
teams who are working day and 
night to end the crisis completely.. 
Mr. Momani added. 

Mr. Momani voiced his thanks 
to Prime Minister Mudar Badran 
for his speedy response to the gov- 
ernor's request for help in solving 
the water crisis in the Madaba reg- 
ion. 

In fact, the whole area south of 
Amman, including Madaba. had 
suffered from a chronic shortage 
of water, until the prime minister 
asked Mr. Mohammad Ai Kitani. 
director-general of the Amman 
Water and Sewerage Authority 
(AWSA). to form a special tec- 
hnical team of engineers to solve 


Ihe crisis regardless of the obs- 
tacles. Mr. Momani explained. 

Earlier this month. Mr. Momani 
complained that the Madaba reg- 
ion was suffering from a serious 
shortage of water, and sent an 
appeal to the prime minister to 
deal with the situation. The prime 
minister held an emergency mee- 
ting with AWSA director and 
other officials Monday where 
upon measures were agreed to 
supply the problem areas with suf- 
ficient water within a week. 

According to Mr. Abdul Ruh- 
man Al Omari, director of AWSA 
department here, the prime min- 
ister ordered AWSA and the 
Water Supply Corporation ( WSC J 
to coordinate their plans for dev- 
eloping the Swaqah water springs 
LhaL is scheduled to supply the reg- 
ions to the south of Amman, inc- 
luding Madaba. with its water. 

The crisis began because this 
area was supplied with water from 
Al Oastal artesian wells and these 


were not sufficient for the region's 
needs. Mr. Omari said. He added 
that now Swaqah'. four wells arc 
pumping water to the region, the 
crisis should end. 

The situation was complicated 
because technical teams from 
AWSA and WSC took some time 
to coordinating their plans to link 
the networks before starting the 
pumping of water from the Swa- 
qah and Oastal wells to the .Mad- 
aba district. Mr. Omari said. 

Now. he added, the whole net- 
work of pipelines has been cle- 
aned. and sufficient quantities ot 
water began to reach vladaha 
Thursday evening. Within 4*s 
hours the whole district around 
Madaba will be supplied 24 hours 
a day with water, he said. 

However, he said, the water 
pumped through the mains from 
the 'Swaqah artesian wells does 
contain sediment, because the 
water is being pumped through 
the new pipes for the first time He 
added though that the water is def- 
initely potable. 

Since Thursday, wells have 
been pumping V.bnu cubic metres 
of water per day. This amount is 
sufficient lo solve any crisis once 
and for all Mr. Omari said. 


Agricultural committee approves rules 


for purchase of locally 
produced grain 


AMMAN (Petra) — Technical 
and administrative regulations for 
ihe purchase of grain from local 
producers for litis season have 
been endorsed by a special ad hoc 
committee chaired by Agriculture 
Under-Secretary Salem Al Lawzi 
at a meeting here Saturday. 

Under the regulations, a five 
member committee for grain pur- 
chasing has been set up for each of 
the three centres where grain is lo 
be delivered. These will com- 
prise of representatives from 
■the Ministries of Agricultjire .and 


Supply as well as the Jordan Coo- 
perative Organisation, the Gen- 
eral Audit Office and the local 
governor’s office. 

The three centres are located at: 
Jweideh in the centre of the cou- 
ntry. Ramtha in the northern reg- 
ion of Irbid and Rabbeh in the 
southern region of Karak. 

The time allowed for centres to 
buy grain from farmers was fixed 
at two months starting July 16 for 
Jweideh and Ramtha. and August 
1 for the Rabbeh centre.

Don’t wait for volunteers 

MEDIATION efforts to eod the disputes among PLO groups and 
between the PLO and Syria have not yet failed, and the Saudis and 
Algerians in particular still have a long Way to go in that respect. 

But let us turn to the Palestinians and study the real situation: there 
is. on the one hand, a team representing the PLO Executive Com- 
mittee and on the other, the dissident group led by Abu Musa, and 
they both confront the following crisis: 

— Abu Musa's group says: “We are for Fateh; we did not abandon the 
movement; neither did the Fateh command dismiss us; the problems 
are within Fateh and will remain there. Therefore any solution for the 
rebellion should come from within, since the dispute is an internal one- 

— Abu Musa's group says: A dialogue is required with Arafat, the 
Fateh leader and not with Arafat the leader of the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation and the symbol of the Palestinian struggle. No one is 
against the chairman of the PLO Executive Committee; no one is 
against the Legitimate Palestinian leadership; but we want to open a 
dialogue with our own boss within Fateh, this group says. 

— Abu Musa's group says: Abu Ammar (Arafat) has chosen to 
expand the current internal issue to group all the Palestinians to 
extend to the Arabs in general and finally to culminate in a con- 
frontation with Damascus to be taken from there to the world at large. 
This would finally lead us to face Palestinian. Arab and international 
responsibilities and this is Intended to isolate us and finally destroy our 
demands which are no more than internal demands within Fateh's 
own councils and institutions, the group says. 

— Abu Musa's logic, which has been known for more than a year as 
Fateh's left wing politics, is something which no one can deny, but 
things are not as simple as that, because: 

— Abu Ammar, though he is Fateh's leader, is at the same time 
chairman of the PLO and the symbol of the Palestinian struggle. 
Therefore any tarnishing of his own image within Fateh is bound to 
affect the legitimacy of his leadership at this crucial stage. Now. if 
there were any organisational errors, Abu Ammar has accepted at 
least 10 of them, which make up nearly 90 per cent of the rebel 
demands. This acceptance is bound to appease the PLO’s two other 
main fronts, the Popular Front for the Liberation of Palestine and the 
Democratic Front. What remains is Abu Musa's opposition to Ara- ’ 
fat's political position vis-a-vis the Reagan plan and this opposition Is 
serious. But Abu Ammar’S friends say there must be some confidence 
in the leader and he should be given flexibility to manoeuvre in the 
confused and rather stormy Arab and international politics since what 
is at stake at the moment in the Arab arena is only political action. 

— Abu Aramar’s friends say: His responsibility goes beyond the 
limits of Fateh and military action, since he struggles Tor the state of 
Palestine and therefore the most serious thing that he could face at 
present is a distortion of his image as a legitimate leader. One should 
not forget that the Americans and some Arabs are intent on tarnishing 
his image- Is there any thing more dangerous than distorting the 
image of a leader from within his own house — from within Fateh? 

Analysis of the politic al- military confrontation leads us to a point 
where Abu Musi’s group has certain limits beyond which they cannot 
go. This means they cannot opt for a decisive military solution since 
Fateh’s leadership does not lie in Lebanon or Syria alone bat also 
throughout the whole Arab World where Palestinians live. Fateh's 
leadership also cannot take a decisive military solution, nor can it take 
derisive administrative action. 

This situation places both parties before a single solution: Mod- 
eration and Unity — which actually means what is happening now is' 
nothing except that the two sides are seeking to strengthen their 
negotiating positions. 

Those who stand to lose the most out of all this are those who 
volunteer to side by either party, especially if they are Arab vok 
unteers.

Al Ra'i: Israel escalates repression 

THE ISRAELI occupation authorities are now prepared to escalate 
repressive measures against the Arab people under its rule. The first 
act in this plan lies in Israeli Defence Minister Moshe Arens’ s order 
for the formation of armed groups of Jewish settlers in Hebron. This 
order means that the Israelis intend to create a state of unequalled 
confrontation between the settlers and the population of the Arab 
town with the intention of allowing the settlers to commit further 
crimes in a bid to consolidate their hold over the Arab territory and 
gradually to evict its inhabitants from their land. Thus we see our 
kinsmen under occupation being continuously harrassed. int- 
imidated. terrorised and murdered while we are preoccupied with 
reports about the armed Palestinian fighters killing one another in 
the Lebanese Bekaa Valley. 

Al Dustour: Struggle will continue 

ISRAELI DEFENCE minister Moshe Arens has said that the dis- 
missal of Hebron's mayor will weaken the religious fervor among the 
town's inhabitants. -We are not really surprised at the Israeli move or 
its decision to ban journalists from entering the town to cover the 
events there because they would report to the world the barbaric 
actions being perpetrated by the Jewish settlers in the town. We are 
positive that the Israelis are intent on escalating their policy of terror 
against the defenceless people of Hebron will continue to violate the 
sanctity of the holy places in Hebron and Jerusalem. This is pan of 
Israel's plans to Judaise the whole Arab territory and evict its Arab 
inhabitants. . . 

Sawt Al Shaab: Arab divisions exploited 

AFTER THE Israeli annexation of Jerusalem, it is now the turn of 
Hebron to be followed by Nablus. Ramallah. Jenin. Btrheh and the 
other towns and villages of the occupied Arab land. The annexation 
plan is now in its final phases and is being carried out in an atm- 
osphere of tension and amid bloodshed and violence. Israel has 
intentionally planted the ICiryai Arba settlement near Hebron with 
the purpose of using the settlers to terrorise the inhabitants of the 
Arab town and to create trouble which would legitimise Israel's 
official intervention. This is what has happened over the past two 
days with the result that (he Israelis have dismissed the town's mayor 
and appointed an Israeli in his place. This is clearly one further step 
towards an official annexation and total Judaisaiion 'of the Arab 
town. 

The only Arabs that are confronting the Israelis are those under 
occupation, and their steadfastness will not weaken despite the fai- 
lure of Arab countries to back them up.

Old Reagan: 


Happiest of all presidents 


SAN FRANCISCO - Our 
president is 72 years old. When 
he look office he was the oldest 
person in U.S. history to bec- 
ome president. But Americans 
were not too concerned. After 
all. the U.S. is becoming a cou- 
ntry where the average age is 
rising fast. People live longer, 
and fewer children are born. 
Moreover, the single largest 
group of voters in the U.S. are 
old people. 

Yet while Americans are an 
aging people, there are other 
countries with very old leaders. 
China's leader Deng Xiaoping 
is N2 years old. Yuri Andropov 
of the Soviet Union is 69. con- 
, side red quite youg by Soviet 
I standards. So too for Japan's 
Yasuhiro Nakasone. who at 6s 
is a mere child among the anc- 
ient men who rule Japan. True. 
Japan's people are getting 
older, like those of America 
and Western Europe. And so 
too for the European pop- 


ulation of the Soviet Union, 
but not so for the fast growing 
populations of the Asian rep- 
ublics. And. of course. China 
remains a country of very 
young people. So the imp- 
lication would be thai a cou- 
ntry' s old leaders are not a con- 
sequence of having an older 
population. 

But it could be argued that if 
a country's leaders are old; that 
usually reflects a conservative 
mood'in that country whether 
held by old. young, or middle- 
aged. That certainly is true of 
the U.S. The mood in the U.S. 
is conservative in the literal 
sense of the word. People, whe- 
ther they hold politically left or 
right views, want to keep things 
the way they are (or were until 
a few years ago ) and want no 
new adventures abroad, esp- 
ecially military. The old Ame- 
rican spirit of taking risks and 
meeting challenges has dis- 
appeared. The U.S. took a risk 


with producing electricity thr- 
ough nuclear power and now 
regrets iL We met challenge in* 
Vietnam and were defeated, 
and memory of that defeat 
remains. 

But people outside of the 
U.S. would say: but listen to 
the rhetoric of Ronald Reagan! 
He sounds as if he wants to 
stan new.anii-Communist cru- 
. sades. He talks like an ultra- 
right ideologue. Also he keeps 
on making speeches eve- 
rywhere. trying to get people 
excited about his views. Is this 
not dangerous? Does this not 
indicate that U.S. policy is 
moving into dangerous new 
radical directions? 

Absolutely not. The more I 
listen to Ronald Reagan and 
watch his actions, the more I 
am convinced that he is having 
a fantastic good time. He abs- 
olutely enjoys being president. 
And. even more, being pre- 
sident has given him a chance 


to practice bis acting talents but 
this time by playing a part he 
believes in. Roriald Reagan 
seems like no ofh^r recent pre- 
sident. He does not seem con- 
cerned about the affairs of gov- 
ernment He works a moderate 
day. takes time off for hor- 
seback riding, and enjoys giv- 
ing speeches. Hp even has a 
weekly radio broadcast which 
he does just as in the days when 
he was an ex-governor. 

It is hard to imagine Deng or 
Andropov or Nakasone enj- 
oying their power. Deng is det- 
ermined to set China straight 
after the excesses of the Cul- 
tural Revolution. Andropov, 
the former head of the secret 
police, seems to have a passion 
to clean up mess and cor- 
ruption. Nakasone sees his role 
-as the man who will lead a cou- 
ntry that once played a modest 
role in foreign policy to one 
' which will finally become a true 
.world power. 


It is strange to think of the 
richest and strongest country of 
the world being governed by a 
man who is not fascinated by 
power or by the chance to 
make a difference in history. 
What kind of policy can come 
out of such a- political sit- 
uation? 

The answer appears to be 
that different ministers under 
the president make different 
policies. So. for example. Sec- 
retary of Sute Shultz is pri- 
marily in charge of Middle Eas- 
tern Policy. National Security 
Council Director Clark runs a 
Central American policy. Paul 
Volcker runs interest rate pol- 
icy. While others work at pol- 
icy. the president stays aloof. 
He travels a lot making spe- 
eches. He is preparing to make 
his candidacy for re-election 
official sometime later this 
year. And. he remains ready to 
step into a policy issue if there 
is a crisis. 


Reagan as a president is I 
• much like a grandfather rather 
{than a father, even though he 
-looks much younger than bis 
72 years. And like most gra- 
ndfathers., the tone he sets tor 
'the people of the U.S. is bas- 
ically a conservative one. He is 
no one to engage in great risks. 
He will not start wars or initiate 
confrontation. Hismditance is 
found mamiy in his rhetoric. 

Like most grandfathers 
again, he is devoted entirely to 
the weltare of his own family, 
namely the U.S. Reagan is not 
known for- his friendliness or 
hostility to foreigners.- Despite 
hsi rhetoric, his approach to 
foreign policy is essentially, 
pragmatic. What he perceives 
as serving the interests of Iris 
American family, that he too. 
will serve. 

My own sense is that for 
people in the Middle East such 
a president playing such a rote, 
in office may not he that bad. 


European security techniques to be elaborated in Stockholm

LONDON - The way has been 
cleared for a disarmament con- 
ference that could eventually les- 
sen the risk of surprise attack 
anywhere on the European con- 
tinent. 

After three years of backstage 
diplomacy. Europe's three major 
groupings — Western. Com- 
munist and Non-Aligned — have 
agreed to open the new talks in 
Stockholm next January. 

While it has been a struggle to 
get agreement on holding the 
meeting, the 35 governments inv- 
olved acknowledge the hurdles to 
be faced once it starts wQ) prove 
still more challenging. 

The Stockholm conference will 
attempt to work out a code of mil- 
j itaiy controls and confidence- . 
I building measures to cover an area 
I from PortugaTs Atlantic coastline 
I to the edge of Siberia. 

It represents a’ new tack in 
post-World War II disarmament 
‘efforts. "If successful it could 
build confidence in a region which 


has been long regarded as a pot- 
ential flashpoint for East-West 
conflict." a Senior NATO dip- 
lomat said. 

Ground rules for the dis- 
armament meeting were agreed at 
the marathon European Security 
Conference in Madrid and now 
await ratification by governments, 
a diplomatic formality. 

For most of the last three years, 
the disarmament plan has been a 
hostage to disputes on human 
rights which prevented agreement 
between the same 35 governments 
in Madrid. 

Both East and West withheld 
final approval until they reached a 
compromise which the West 
hopes will help ease emigration 
and other restrictions in the Soviet 
Union. 

When the human rights pro- 
blem was overcome, little -time 
was needed to settle the few rem- 
aining differences on a mandate 
for the Stockholm conference, due 
to start on January 1 7. 

The two conferences are dir- 
ectly linked within the concept of a 
"good conduct” formula agreed at 
the first European Security Con- 


ference in Helsinki eight years 
ago. 

Western diplomats are con- 
vinced Stockholm wDJ become a 
Dew marathon, almost certain to 
last longer than the .Madrid mee- 
ting. 1 

When it starts, the disarmament 
conference w31 be the fifth in a 
series of arms talks in which East 
and West are involved. 

The United States and the Sov- 
iet Union are engaged in two sep- 
arate sets of talks in Geneva, on 
European-based missiles and str- 
ategic inter-continental weapons. 

Nineteen nations are in the 10th 
year of negotiations in Vienna on 
reducing troop levels in central 
Europe, and a 40-nation com- 
mittee on disarmament in Geneva 
is seeking a ban on chemical wea- 
pons and all nuclear testing. 

The Stockholm conference will 
be limited in the first stage to 
"confidence and security-building 
measures”, a warning system for 
major military manoeuvres and 
troop movements in Europe. 

The Western theory is that 
mandatory exchanges of this type, 
if verifiable, will make military 


activity more "transparent”, red- 
ucing the risk that governments 
may misinterpret army mov- 
ements near their borders as her- 
alding a possible attack. 

Prior notification of man- 
oeuvres involving more than 
25.000 troops was agreed at the 
first security conference in 1975. 

NATO officers say Moscow has 
notified some war games, but has 
been silent on others, including 
unexplained exercises close to 
Poland’s borders during tile Polish 
crisis of 19S0-XI. 

Now. the West wants the thr- 
eshold lowered to provide for not- 
ification about one month before 
any manoeuvres above divisional 
strength. This would mean units 
averaging 10.000 men. 

Under the Helsinki accords, 
governments can use their dis- 
cretion whether to notify from one 
garrison to another. 

The West wants this tightened 
also, to make it obligatory to not- 
ify all sizeable movements as well 
as manoeuvres. 

Another crucial innovation 
would extend confidence-building 
measures deep into the Soviet 


Union instead of only the 25U kil- 
ometres inside Soviet borders now 
covered. 

Prospects for this improved 
when the late Soviet President 
Leonid Brezhnev, in a surprise 
move two years ago. agreed to 
open up’about 2.250 kilometres of 
Soviet territory up to the Urals, 
provided there were matching 
Western concessions. 

For months. .Moscow argued 
controls should be extended far 
into the Atlantic to cover Western 
Sea and air movements. 

This was rejected by the West, 
and a final compromise fixed the 
. zone to include adjoining sea and 
air space whenever such areas are 
used for military movements rel- 
■ ated to Europe. 

The definition remains amb- 
. iguous and will probably be fought 
over again at Stockholm. Western 
officials say. 

The idea of a European dis- 
armament conference was first 
mooted by France five years ago* 
and was adopted as a NATO all- 
iance proposal when the Madrid 
-meeting opened in 19X0. 


It was reluctantly endorsed bv 
the Reagan administration, whici 
remains suspicious of any data 
from Soviet sources and is dou- 
btful that a system of military 
checks is practicable. 

Some U.S. experts think adv- 
ance warning of big military 
moves could even provoke war 
scares if the reasons are unclear. - 

Moscow originally sought an 
open-ended disarmament con- 
ference. not limited to 
confidence-building measures, 
but the West resisted on ground 
that this would probably be used 
by the Kremlin as a propaganda 
"talk. shop”. 

. West Germany has campaigned 
strongly for the holding of the dis- 
armament conference and pressed 
for it to begin this year. 

Bonn argued it wa^ important 
for the West to demonstrate ser- 
ious interest in disarmament even 
if NATO goes ahead with dep- 
loyment of new U.S. missiles in 
Europe. The first missiles will be 
shed in December unless agr- 
eement is reached to halt com- 
parable Soviet deployments. 


French dilemma 
over N’djamena'

PARIS -The civil war in Chad is 
a worsening dilemma for France 
which fears a Libyan grip on its 
former African colony but is det- 
ermined to avoid involving French 
troops in the conflict, according to 
diplomatic sources. 

Victory in the desen war for 
Libyan-armed rebel forces, led by 
former Chad President Goukouni 
Oueddel would give Libya a str- 
ategic foothold deep in central 
Africa, they added. 

Groukounf s steady successes in 
two weeks of fighting against tro- 
ops loyal to President Hissene 
Habre have seriously alarmed 
Chad's neighbours, some of whom 
traditionally look to Paris for their 
de fence, the sources said. 

France's Socialist government 
has airlifted emergency supplies of 
weapons and ammunition to Mr. 
Habre who has sent his justice 
minister to Paris to plead for army 
and air support as well. 

President Francois Mitterrand 
has so far resisted Habre’s dem- 
ands. as well as discreet pressure 
from his allies in French-speaking 
Africa for a more active French 
role. 

Government spokesman Max 
Gallo said this week: "There are 
no French soldiers in Chad and 
there will be none." 

Political sources said, however, 
that despite Mr. Gallo's firmness, 
the French position appeared 
ambiguous. 

France is bound by treaty to 
provide Mr. Habre with non- 
fighting military advisers if he 
seeks them and Mr, Mitterrand 
has pledged to fully respect all 
commitments to Chad. 

At the same time. External Aff- 
airs Minister Claude Cheysson has 
ruled out sending advisers. He 
said France refused to emulate the 
U.S. despatch of advisers to help 
authorities fighting rebels in Cen- 
tral America. 

The sources noted that France 
could not maintain Mr. Che- 
ysson's policy and also honour Mr. 
Mitterrand's public promise on 
the treaty if Mr. Habre made a 
formal request for advisers. 

The French position would be 
made more delicate if Libya ign- 
ored warnings by the Paris gov- 
ernment not to intervene in the 
crisis with forces of its own. they 
added. 

France has troops in five former 


African colonies with which it has' 
defence agreements and has Jag- 
uar strike aircraft based in Gabon. 
Habre is believed to want the Jag- 
uars to stop any attempt by Mr. 
Goukouni to attack his capital of. 
N'djamena. 

France's fear.' shared by the 
United Stales, is that Libya would 
use Chad as a springboacd to und- 
ermine pro-Western African sta- 
tes on behalf of the Soviet Union. 

French governments have a his-' 
tory of intervention in Chad, 
which became independent in 
1 y6U and where civil war has fla- 
red intermittently for 15 years. 

General de Gaulle sent troops 
to support President N'garta 
Tombaibaye in 196S and Pre- 
sident Valery Giscard d'Estaing 
did likewise when President Felix 
MaHoum was threatened in 1976. 

Mitterrand himself sent arms to 
Mr. Goukouni before be was top- 
pled by Habre in June last year. 

Informed French sources said 
2m J tons of weapons and amm- 
unition have been flown to 
N’djamena at Mr. Habre's request 
since Mr. Goukouni captured the- 
key northern town of Faya-. 
Largeau late last month. 

Fighting is currently taking 
place m the north east for pos- 
session of Oum Chalouba. which 
commands the access to the town 
.of Abeche, a Mr. Habre str- 
onghold. 

The French weapons included 
. mortars, anti-tank rockets and rif- 
les to enable Mr. Habre's troops to 
fight on a better footing against 
the Goukouni forces who are equ- 
ipped with weapons furnished by 
Libya. Trucks and troop carriers 
.were being sent to improve the 
mobility of the government army. 

Informed sources said an est- 
imated 12 technical rep- 
resentatives of companies which 
manufactured the weapons acc- 
ompanied the shipments but no 
military personnel. 

The provision of the arms was 
criticised by former Gaullist Prime 
Minister Pierre Messmer. 

. He told journalists: "The pro- 
per thing to do is not to nourish the 
civil war. not to send arms to Mr. 
Goukouni one day and Mr. Habre 
the next. They serve only to kill 
other Chadians.*’ 

He attacked the presence of 
troops in Zaire to assist Mr. 
Habre. "The Zaireans in Chad are 
the same as the Cubans in Angola 
and 1 condemn them both.” he 
said.

Chile’s hot summer vapours 
worsen Pinochet’s flu fits

SANTIAGO -Chileans are gea- 
ring up for a third day of uprotest 
against the military government 
□ext Tuesday, although no one has 
publicly called for it and President 
Augusto Pinochet has said he will 
not tolerate it. 

The first two protests on May 1 1 
and June 14. the most widesrpead 
displays of discontent since Gen- 
eral Pinochet took power nearly 
10 years ago. were announced 
amid much fanfare by labour uni- 
ons opposed to his rule. 

But with most newspapers and 
radio stations still following a gov- 
ernment "suggestion" not to rep- 
ort such matters, and the president 
threatening to crack down on pro- 
test organisers, the opposition has 
dearly decided to change its tac- 
tics this time. 

“They realise that they won’t 
get any publicity and that by. mak- 
ing a public call to protest on July' 
12 they have nothing to gain exc- 
ept a trip to the courts.” a dip- 
lomat said. 

Some diplomats, however, say 
the manifest reluctance of labour 
and political leaders publicly to 
take the lead is partly due to dou- 
bts about how successful the pro- 
test will be. 

News of the protest is being spr- 


ead only by anonymous leaflets, 
stickers and word of mouth, mak- 
ing it hard to judge just now wid- 
ely the message has travelled and 
.whether it wfli provjfldei the mass 
response and fetal violence of the 
first two. 

The labour unions, meanwhile, 
have another problem. 

The weeks since June 14 have 
seen the failure of a strike in the 
vital copper industry and of a gen- 
eral strike, which both followed 
the arrest of copper workers lea- 
der Rodolfo Seguel. the bead of 
the protest movement. 

More than 800 copper workers 
have been sacked and the strikes' 
produced a deluge of court cases 
■ against union leaders. 

"AU in all. union leaders are 
rather licking their wounds at the 
moment,” one diplomat said. 

Publicly, dialogue has been the 
watchword since the collapse of 
the general strike and the gov- 
ernment has started talking to its 
opponents. 

The Confederation of Truck 
.Owners, which backed the general 
strike call and was just about the 
only group to stop work, has met 
Interior Minister Enrique Mon- 
tero. who has promised help to. 
solve the most pressing of then- 
problems. 

The Confederation of Copper 
Workers (CTCJalso saw General 
Montero and asked for some 83U 


sacked strikers to be reinstated 
and for Mr. Seguel and others to 
be Breed from jail. 

Union officials insist that their 
talks with Mr. Montero have been 
aimed at solving specific problems 
and do not constitute the broader 
.dialogue on the future course of 
the country which they are see- 
king. 

But diplomats say the copper 
workers have allowed themselves 
to be drawn into some form of dia- 
logue without securing a graceful 
exit for a return to protests. 

Though no opposition group 
has formally and publicly named 
July 12 as the day for a third nat- 
ional protest, expressions of sup- 
port for a protest on that day have 
themselves turned it into fact. 

. The latest came from the Wor- 
kers National Command, as umb- 
rella group of five labour fed- 
erations including the copper 
< workers, which organised the first 
two protests. 

The leaders of Chile's political - 
parties, whose activhes have been 
banned since the 1973 coup, also 
(issued a statement saying that a 
j pro test in July was inevitable if the 
: government did not respond to the 
earlier ones.

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Max von Berchem: A shining example 
of dedication to Islamic civilisation

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The. famous Swiss orientalist Max 
van Berchem was bom in l £63 
into a family of Flemish origin who 
had taken residence at the man- 
sion of Crass, near Geneva. He 
was educated in the humanities in 
his native city and in Stuttgart. He 
obtained hisB.A. in literature and 
moved to .Leipzig in Germany 
where he. turned to the study of 
Arabic under Fleischer and KrebL 
His doctoral thesis was on “Land 
property and land tax under the 
first caliphs”, which he passed 
with “maximum cum laude". 

He was offered a chair at the 
University of Lausanne, but dec- 
lined this offer because, as he said, 
“he had dedicated his life to the 
study of Islamic civilisation and 
Arabic epigraphy”. He worked in 
Strasbourg with Noldeke. an out- 
standing scholar in the sciences of 
Islam, and especially in the Koran. 
In Paris, he met with the ori- 
entalists Sac hail and Clermont- 
Ganneau. Both 'were personally 
acquainted with the East, esp- 
ecially CLermont-Ganneau who 
was the French counsel in Jer- 
usalem and had great experience 
in the Archaeology of Palestine 
and an excellent knowledge of 
Arabic and other Semitic lan- 
guages. They convinced van' Ber- 
chem that it was not sufficient to 
have a thorough knowledge of 
Arabic, but that he should have 
direct contact whb the arc- 
haeology of the East Thus he 
undertook his first journey to 
Cairo and Jerusalem in 18KN. He 
was much impressed by his visit to 
the Holy City as'he described it to 
his mother: 

“What can 1 say about Jer- 
usalem?... I have seen more bea- 
utiful things but nothing so cap- 
tivating. The narrow winding cli- 
mbing streets, the houses of 
worn-out stones, full of colourful 
nooks, straddling the streets on 
darksome vaults, the mixture of all 
styles and periods”. (Muslim Jer- 
usalem. p. IN). 

From 1X93 to IH95. he tra- 
velled between Syria. Lebanon 
and Palestine, collecting inf- 
ormation and pictures of the mon- 
uments. He later published his 
travels and observations in two 
volumes. During his journeys, he 
was soon convinced that the Ara- 
bic inscriptions were the key of 
Islamic archaeology and history. 
Bui in his time, although many 
scholars were busy with Greek. 
Latin. Aramaic and Hebrew epi- 
graphy. nobody paid attention to 
this valuable source of inf- 
ormation. In 1 N92. in a letter add- 
• ressed to the French Barbier de 
Meynard. he laid down the basis of 
a corpus of Arabic inscriptions. 
He was soon convinced that he 
could not achieve this great pro- 
ject alone, and assembled an int- 
ernational team to help him. In 
Germany, his collaborators were 
Herzfeld and Soberheim; Halil 
Edhern from Turkey, and Ali 
Baghat from Egypt; Fleury and 
Combe in Switzerland, and Jau- 
5 sen. Savignac and Wiet in France. 
For this corpus, he collected tho- 
usands of photographs and rub- 
bings. 

“So great was his name," said 
Cresswell. “that photographs and 
rubbings of Arabic inscriptions- 
were sent him for decipherment 
from all pans of the East". 

But the First World War undid 
much of his work. His friends and 
collaborators drifted away bec- 


ause of their political convictions. 
His daughter Marguerite still rec- 
alls with emotion the argument he 
had with his dear friend Herzfeld, 
after which they separated. Nev- 
ertheless. he succeeded after the 
war in producing the corpus of 
Cairo and Jerusalem inscriptions, 
in 1921. 

Unfortunately, his health was 
already undermined by years of 
overwork, and he soon returned to 
his own country, where he died of 
bronchial pneumonia. His pre- 
mature death (he was 58) was 
mourned by many scholars of his 
time, and one of them wrote: “He 
died on the walls of the Holy City 
he beloved." 

In August 198H. thanks to the 
help of the Department of Ant- 
iquities. I flew to Geneva to visit 
Marguerite van Berchem in her 
magnificent old house on the Pla- 
teau _ oE Frotenex overlooking 
Lake'Geneva, with a large garden, 
planted with cedars and other 
huge trees. She was most hos- 
pitable. and showed me the library 
and archives of her father. She 
expressed to me and to H.E. Mr. 
Ghaleb Barakat, our ambassador 
in Geneva, her concern about the 
Holy City of Jerusalem where she' 
had stayed for long periods. I had 
the chance to converse with this 
venerable old lady (she is now 91 
years old) for many hours and 
obtain first hand information 
about her past and the work of her 
father. It was he whcT first trained 
her in archaeology and sent her to 
Rome to study mosaics. Later, she 
wrote a book on the subjeci. Dur- 
ing the First World War. she joi- 
ned the Red Cross, in which she 
has remained an active member. 
After the war, she went to Paris to 
'study at the Ecole du Louvre. Her 
first visit to Jerusalem was in 
1927, when Cresswell entrusted 
her with the study of the mosaics 
of the Dome of the Rock for his 
monumental work on Early Mus- 
lim Architecture. Perched on a 
ladder over ten metres high, Mar- 
guerite van Berchem was able, 
over many seasons, to study and 
draw the mosaics in great detail. 
She was the first scholar to show 
the local origin of this unique dec- 
oration of the Holy Sanctuary:- 
“....the mosaic decoration, briefly 
described here, shows us that at 
the time of the Arab conquest a

very refined and dynamic school 
of an existed in Syria. This school 
had its own character which had 
developed and evolved ind- 
ependently of Byzantium" (Mus- 
lim Jerusalem, p. 45). 

Before his death. Max van Ber- 
chem had donated his archives to 
the library of Geneva, and the 
documents were first deposited in 
the basement of. the building. 
They came to light only in 1973. 
when his daughter, already of 
great age. fought hard to establish 
the foundation whose aim is to 
promote the study of Islamic civ- 
ilisation, in the framework of the 
archives. A room bearing the 
name of the Swiss scholar was set 
aside for the archives and part of 
his library. The catalogue of the 
photographs includes 50MM neg- 
atives. of which 295 are concerned 
with Jerusalem. They date from 
the end of the last centuiy. and 
are thus precious, given the tur- 
bulent history of the Holy City. 
Some of them are published in 
Muslim Jerusalem. 


The Arab Organisation for 
Education. Culture and Sciences, 
which was aware of the imp- 
ortance of this archival treasure 
for the study of Islamic civ- 
ilisation, sent an expen to Geneva 
to examine and repon on the Fou- 
ndation. Saudi Arabia generously 
offered SI 0.000 to help finance 
the publication of the material. 
Two volumes, were published, 
gathering the studies of the Gen- 
evois scholar, which were pre- 
viously scattered in many learned 
journals. Another volume con- 
tains his correspondence with 
Louis Massignon. while other 
works on Damascus and other 
archives are in preparation. 

It is thanks to the generosity of 
H.R.H. Crown Prince Hassan that 
Muslim Jerusalem wa£ published 
in an English edition, as testimony 
of the deep veneration of Jordan 
to the Holy City of Jerusalem.

BOOK REVIEW By Rami G. Khouri 

Muslim Jerusalem: A systematic 
study of monuments and identity

Muslim Jerusalem in the work of Max van Berchem, published by the 
Max van Berchem Foundation, Geneva, J9S2, 120 pp, illustrated. 


The importance of Jerusalem to 
the three great monotheistic rel- 
igions of the world. Christianity,- 
Islam and J udaism, is known to all. 
Less well known to the general 
public outisde the Arab World, 
however, is the particular sig- 
nificance of Jerusalem to the 
world's Muslims, and the artistic 
* beauty and merit of the mon- 
uments within the Haram al Sha- 
rif. the holy compound within the 
city walls that includes the Dome 
of the Rock and the Aqsa mos- 
que. 

It. was a meticulous and ene- 
rgetic Swiss. Max van Berchem. 

I who was one of the first modern 
Western scholars to make a sys- 
tematic study of Jerusalem's Mus- 
lim monuments and identity. 
Thanks to the combined efforts of 
the Max van Berchem Foundation 
in Geneva. Switzerland, and the 
support and ’generosity of His 
Royal Highness Crown Prince 
Hassan. some of van Berchem's 
outstanding work has been tra- 
nslated into English, combined 
with some of his own photographs 
from the period IN8S-1V14 and 
supplemented by some modern 
colour photographs and the com- 
ments of contemporary scholars, 
to produce a book that is both lov- 
ely and instructive. 

Max van Berchem's scholarship 
covered a wide area of the Middle 
EasL and transcended the study of 
old Arabic inscriptions which was 
to be his life's crowning ach- 
ievement Vet Jerusalem was alw- 
ays his favourite place, and he 
concentrated on the study of the 
Holy City for much of his adult 
life. 

This book receives extremely 
high marks not only for the sta- 
ndard of its text and the quality of 
the photographic reproductions, 
but also for its neat organisation. 

U is divided into 1 5 chapters, each 
of which typically includes bet- 
ween one and ten pages of text, 
followed by a collection of rel- 
evant photographs. The text is rich 
in information, and is enhanced 
because it is so succinct. 

Chapter one. Jerusalem and the ■ 
Mystical Sensibility of Islam, rev- 
iews the reasons why Jerusalem is 
Islam’s third holiest city, after 
Mecca and Medina. This is largely 
due to the Prophet Mohammad's 
miraculous night journey to hea- 
ven. or mfraj. Mohammad was 
transported from Mecca to Jer- 
usalem on the celestial steed 
named Buraq. and from the spot 
marked by the Dome of the Rock 
he ascended to heaven, meeting 
along the way all the other mes- 
sengers whom God had sent to 
earth before him. particularly 
Abrahm, Moses and Jesus. Moh- 
ammad^ prayed before the pro- 
,phets and .then found himself 
alone in the presence of God, ret- 
urning to earth with a con- 
firmation that “his mission on 
earth was directly in the line of the 
.great monotheistic revelation of 
which it constituted the resume 
and the conclusion." 

Another reason for Jerusalem's 
importance to Muslims is the 


‘Abrahamic nature of Islam. 
Abraham was neither Jewish nor 
Christian, according lo the Koran, 
but was upright (hanif) and sub- 
mitted ( rauslim 1. and by accpeting 
to sacrifice his son he dem- - 
onstraled all the more his sub- 
mission (islam) to God. Some 
mulsim theologians believe Abr- 
ahm intended to sacrifice his son 
Ismael, not Isaac. and that the epi- 
sode took place on .vlt. Moriah, 
near Jerusalem. Thus Muslims 
have always fell a son of “cor- 
.respondencc" or “paraJlelsim”. 
between the sacred functions of 
Mecca and Jerusalem. 

The next chapter reviews Max 
van Berchem's visits to Jerusalem 
between ISSN and 1914. quoting 
in pan some of the letters he wrote 
home to his mother. This chapter 
is written by his daughter. Mar- 
guerite Gautier-van Berchem. 
herself a distinguished arc- 
haeologist and scholar who has 
studied the mosaics of the Dome 
of the Rock. 

Historical Notes is the title of 
the third chapter, written by Uni- 
versity of Aixen Provence Pro- 
fessor Solan ge Ory. She notes that 
the first Muslims prayed in the 
direction of Jerusalem, as the Pro- 
phet Mohammad had instructed, 
reflecting his desire to establish 
.“an intimate link between the rcl- 
■igion he preached and that of 
Abraham. Patriarch of the Bel- 
ievers." This link never mat- 
erialised. and soonafter Muslims 
prayed facing the Holy Oa’aba in 
Mecca. But Jerusalem did not lose 
its significance to Muslims, and for 
the next 1 4 centuries it remained a 
holy city whose importance was 
always mirrored in the arc- 
hitectural and artistic dev- 
elopment of the holy areas. 

The next two brief chapters des- 
cribe the structures and meaning 
of the Haram al Sharif (the noble 
sanctuary) and the Dome of the 
Rock, with van Berchem's lull- 
year-old photographs being par- 
ticularly valuable for their views of 
the Holy City and its environs at 
that time. 

The mosaics of the Dome of the 
Rock are treated next by Mar-' 
guerite Gautier-van Berchem. 
who notes that the “originality 
and historic value of thisOmayyad 
decoration is that it represents the 
meeting place of two great artistic 
currents, that of the Greco- 
Roman and HeUensitic tradition, 
■and a very ancient Eastern tra- 
dition perpetuated by the Sas- 
sanids." 

The collection of gilded bronzes 
of the Dome of the Rock "is pro- 
bably unique in Lhe world, not 
only because of its origin but also 
because of the beauty and richness 
of the work "Marguerite 
Gautier-van Berchem writes in 
the following chapier. which is ill- 
ustrated by photographs taken by 
Mr. K.A.C. Cresswell. the noted 
scholar pf early Muslim an. The 
-gilded bronzes constitute one of 
the most beautiful specimens of 
Omayyad decorative art, and also 
one of the rarest, the author says. 

A brief chapter follows about 
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the little mihrab underneath the 
sacred rock, measuring only 1 .37 
m. in height and 0.76 m. in width, 
which could well be "the oldest 
mirhab preserved in the Islamic 
world." 

The smaller structures of the 
Haram aj Sharif are treated in the 
followig chapter. - including the' 
Dome of the Chain, the Dome of 
the Ascension, the Dome of the 
Prophet, the Yusuf Dome and 
open-air pulpit of Burhan al Din 
( vlirhab Burhan al Din). 

Chapter 10 discusses the eight 
collnnades which crown the steps 
leading up to the esplanade of the 
Haram. They are typically com- 
posed of three or four broken arc- 
hes upon columns, flanked by 
large pillars. 

AJ Aqsa Mosque, the subjeci of 
the following chapter, derives its 
name from the Koranic verse: 
"Glorified be He who carried His 
servant by night from the Sacred 
Place of Warship to the far distant 
Place of Worship.” The Arabic 
term "Al Aqsa" means “far dis- 
tant”. The mosqiie was built bet- 
ween 70v and 715. and has been 
rebuilt and restored many times 
since. , 

Jhe panels of carved wood of 
the AJ Aqsa mosque are treated in 
the next chapter, which notes that, 
as in the mosaics of the Dome of 
the Rock, here can also be seen 
the Omayyad fusion of two anc- 
ient artistic traditions from the 
Greco-Roman world and from the 
Eastern Sassanids. 

One of the masterpieces of car- 
ved wood was the minbar. or pul- 
pit. built in the early 1 2th Century 
after Salah el Din (Saladin) lib- 
erated Jerusalem from Crusader 
control. This minbar was des- 


troyed in the fire ot Ho 1 *, which 
enraged .Muslims throughout the 
world and demonstrated the att- 
achment of all Muslims to their 
holy monuments in Jerusalem. 

Over the centuries, many rulers 
of Jerusalem have established 
schools (madrasas) or other cen- 
tres of study in the immediate vic- 
inity of the Haram al' Sharif, and 
these monuments around the « 
Haram arc the subject of the next 
chapter. 

Max van Berchem also studied 
many monuments within the walls 
of the old city of Jerusalem, tho- 
ugh he was primarily interested in 
the inscriptions which were on the 
monuments. These monuments, 
described in the following chapter, 
include madrasas. mausoleums, 
mosques, hospices, fountains and 
palaces. Once again, the beautiful, 
very detailed close-up pho- 
tography of Max van Berchem 
brings out artistic features that we 
would otherwise miss. 

The last chapter of the book 
treats Lhe surrounding walls and 
the gates of the old city, and the 
Citadel situated south of the Jaffa 
Gate. .Most of this construction 
dates from the time of the Ott- 
. oman Suhan Suleyman 1 (.1520- 
1566). who rebuilt almost all the 
city walls and gates. 

The book finishes with a two- 
page reproduction of a map of old 
Jerusalem produced in 1X64 by a 
team of English cartographers, 
giving us a feel for the city in which 
Max van Berchem worked and 
studied for so many years.

Hosts Canada were disqualified 
in ihcir sabre match against Cuba 
on Friday after .lean- vlaric Banos 
threw off his mask in disgust at the 
scoring. 

It hit Italian scoring official Sie- 
fano Pantano in the groin. Pan- 
lano leapt at the Canadian fencer, 
but officials quickly separated 
them. 

Canadian coach Henri Sassinc. 
enraged by what he considered 
unlair scoring, said. "ll’s clear in 
this case there was provocation." 

The cycling was marred by a 
six-man crash during the 5*> km 


points race in the Vclladromc. It 
was stopped while British rider 
Stephen Bent was carried away on 
a stretcher. 

He had stitches put in his chin 
and over one eye. He also suffered 
a call injury, a British team spo- 
kesman said. 

In the incident-packed cycling, 
the ever- dominant. Soviet Union 
scooped three more golds while 
Isabelle Nicolose gave France 
their first gold medal by winning 
the women's points race. 

Athletics star of the day was 
Soviet pole vaultcr Konstantin 
Volkov, who made a brave but fut- 
ile attempt to beat the 5. SI metres 
world record amid swirling winds. 

Nigeria, which sent just 1<) ath- 


letes to the games, landed their 
fourth gold when U.S.-based 
Ajayi Agbebaku leapt a personal 
best 1 7.2b to win the triple jump. 

Canada claimed their first ath- 
letics gold since 1 975 when Gui- 
llaume Leblanc won the 2*» km 
walk despite having to stop to rel- 
ieve himself near the end. 

Chinese diver Lu Wey surprised 
American World Champion 
Wendy Wyland with a exquisite 
performance in the women's hig- 
hboard. China also landed the 
women's fencing team foil title. 

The Soviet Union have now 
pushed their tally to 47 gold med- 
als. Canada. China. Italy and 
Romania share second place with 
five each. 


Botham answers 
critics with 
5-wicket haul 

LONDON (R) - England all- 
rounder Ian Botham answered his 
critics with a five-wicket haul for 
Somerset in their county cha- 
mpionship match against Lei- 
cestershire at Leicester Saturday. 

Botham, who has been str- 
uggling to find his form with both 
bat and ball for much of the sea- 
son. and West Indian Joel Gamer 
tore the Leicestershire innings 
apart alter they had moved smo- 
othly to 1 35 for two by lunch. 

Botham took five tor 3* and 
Garner three for 42 as the home 
side tottered to I Nil all out. West 
Indian Viv Richards then rubbed 
salt in Leicestershire's already 
considerable wounds by hitting an 
unbeaten *t» out of Somerset’s 
1 Ci f for two. 

Leicestershire were han- 
dicapped by the absence of lea- 
ding seanier Paddy Clift. The 
Zimbabwean-born all-rounder 
had to have nine stitches put in a 
cut above his right eye after hoo- 
king a Botham bumper into his 
face. 

Nottinghamshire scamcr Kevin 
Cooper grabbed career best fig- 
ures of seven for 33 as Wor- 
cestershire. replying to a mo Jest 
total of 1 7b. were shot out for a 
paltry b‘» in 22.2 overs at Wor- 
cester. 


Dutchman captures 2nd 
Tour de France stage win 


BORDEAUX. France (R| - 

Dutchman Ben Oosterbosch pul- 
led off his second Tour de France 
success in four days on Saturday 
when he won the 222 kilometre 
eighth stage from la Rochelle to 
here. 

Oosterbosch. 26 later this 
month, raced home 3 second clear 
of his 34-year-old compatriot 
Hcnnie Kuipcr after the pair led 
for the final 35 kilometres in swe- 
ltering temperatures of 32 degrees 
centigrade. 

Denmark's Kim Andersen ret- 
ained the overall IcaJ but his time 
advantage was cut as Ireland's 
Sean Kelly moved to second place 
overall. 

Kelly displaced Australian Phil 
Anderson and is now 25 seconds 
behind the Dane. 

Anderson dropped to third but 


still closed the gap on the leader to 
34 seconds. Kelly. 27. scored use- 
ful points in the intermediate 
sprints and will wear the green jer- 
sey of points leader — which he 
won in the tour last year — on the 
ninth stage to Pau on Sunday. 

Eric vlackenzie of New Zea- 
land won the massed sprint by the 
pack to snatch fourth place just 
ahead of Kelly, Mackenzie was 
fourth at Ic Havre, but has since 
been troubled by bronchitis. Third 
was Frenchman Jean-Renc Ber- 
nauJcau. 

With Sunday's 2**3 km stage to 
Pau the prelude to the Pyrcnecan 
climbs, the yellow jersey con- 
tenders will be anxious to con- 
solidate their positions before the 
mountain special isis stake their 
claims.

Last week he was banned from

Open when the Swedish gov- 
ernment refused to gram visas to 
-five.South Africans who had qua- 
lified to play in Stockholm. 

His victory secured one of the 
Id special places for next week s 
British Open Championship at 
Royal Birkdale — consolation 
awards which also fell to Darcy, 
the overnight leader, ^nd Sullivan. 

Baiocchi closed with a 71. 
Darcy 73 and Sullivan a superb 
6 -'!. 

Baiocchi said: "It wasn't very 
pleasant reading about how the 
others were doing in Sweden last 
week. 

"But as golfers there is little we 
can do about political action in 
sport by governments. It's som- 
ething we have got to learn to live

The South African almost won 
’the title at the 72nd hole when his 
chip from the side of the green left 
the ball hanging on the Up of the 
cup.

Last season the English League 
instructed its referees to treat such 
actions as goalkeepers bringing 
down attackers when they looked 
set to score or fullbacks punching 
balls off the goalline as “serious 
foul play" and send oft the off- 
enders. 

“Because of the (English) 
Football League's standing in 
world football and the fact that 
English games are seen more in 
other countries than any other 
competition. Dr. Havelange felt it 
essential we must be seen to be 
interpreting the laws in acc- 
ordance with FIFA's instructions 
to all other footballing countries.' 
English Football Association Sec- 
retary Ted Croker said Saturday. 

English soccer officials will dis- 
cuss the development at a meeting

It's a long day for them as the 
sun docs not go down until well 
after l*i o'clock- in ihis non hern 
Alberta town, which is on the 
same latitude as Moscow. 

Swazi long distance runner 
Esau Zwanc complained to a lncal 
newspaper “the nigh* is inn short 
'here. It's hard u» force ourselves to 


sleep". 

The hard-pressed organisers do 
try to think of everything. They 
have even laid on almost lii.iMti* 
bottles of beer to help the plu- 
mbing along when athletes check 
in to give urine samples for the 
compulsory drug test. 

A Canadian shot putter rec- 
ently quaffed 1 5 bottles before he 
could oblige. 

I Tic Muslims, meanwhile, have 
rtnrky mountain spring water on 
tup to help them through the test. 

Hundreds of reporters flew into 
ihis Alberta capital, which is often 
dubbed “' Texas North" for the 
cow bevy hats and boots that appear 
to be almost compulsory gear Tor 
Canada's nil barons. 

In their hole I the media are tre- 
ated to a country and Western 
band called “Country Spunk*'. On 
to the floor leaps a corpulent Jap- 
anese correspondent for a spirited 
bam dance. 

Fleet street reporters from Bri- 
tain. dubbed “the Reptiles of 
Grub Street" by a leading Can- 
adian columnist. scurry out to file 
stories when Prince Charles, here 
to open the games, is seen to sit 
down when jhe team from Arg- • 
cniina. which fought a war with 
Britain over the Falkland Islands 
last year, passes by in the 7n-j 


century parade. 

A Buckingham Palace spo- 
kesman explained that no slight 
was intended and said the prince, 
whose brother Andrew fought 
in the Falk lands conflict, was sim- 
ply following the lead ol the hosts 
of the games. 

World University Games Pre- 
sident Primo Ncbioln. an ebullient 
Italian, tells reporters later, “the 
prince is so intelligent a person 
that he loves all the flags". 

Fatuous statistics proliferate 
here. Reporters in need of a story 
arc told that all the hot dogs sold at 
the 1 1 -day games would stretch 
from Edmonton's municipal air- 
port to the other air terminals in 
the suburbs. 

Unfortunately, d i s - 
appointments are many lor the 
organisers, and quantity, not qua- 
lity. is the order of the day when it 
comes to competition. 

The media descend on Rom- 
anian Nadia Comaneci, heroine ol 
the 1976 Olympics, only to dis- 
cover that she is here to coach her 
teammates, not to perform her 
own poetry in motion on the bars 
and vault. 

One organiser, reflecting sadly 
on the athletics turnout, com- 
ments: “All we needed was ( Ame- 
rican track star) Carl Lewis and 


(British multi-world record hol- 
der! Scbasiian Coe and we would 
have had it maJe". 

At least Ians have a chance to 
watch Soviet superstar of the pool 
Vladimir Salnikov, who has not 
been beaten in the 15"** metres 
since 1 977. 

One reporter commented: "It’s 
unlikely anyone would break his 
streak here unless the sound of 
waves lulls him lo sleep". 

Canadian swimmer Alex Bau- 
mman offers the quote of the 
week. Missing a world record in 
the 4uo-mcire medley by just two 
hundredths of a second, he says. “I 
guess longer fingernails would 
have helped". 

At such a huge sports gathering 
— the biggest in the world this 
year — uneven matches always 
crop up.

ROME (R) - The Argentine 
Tennis Association Saturday str- 
ongly protested against the one- 
year suspension of Guillermo 
Vilas for allegedly taking app- 
earance money to play in the Rot- 
terdam Grand Prix tournament 
last March. 

In a statement to the Int- 
ernational TcQnis Federation 
(1TF) and the Men's International 
Professional Tennis Council 
(MIPTC). the Argentines des- 
cribed the sanction against their 
number one player as totally unf- 
air. and claimed h would mean the 
end of a brilliant career. 

The English-language sta- 
tement was made available to jou- 
rnalists in Rome, where Vilas is 
playing for Argentina against Italy 
in a Davis Cup quarter-final tie. 

“it is impossible for us to und- 
erstand how such a perfect exa- 
mple of a sportsman with a clean 
and unblemished record can be so 
unfairly treated." it said. 

The statement said Vilas had 
not been allowed to see the evi- 


dence or to defend himself against 
the decision taken by ifec:.vll£Ep 
last 'month. It demanded to see 
copies of the relevant files within 
seven days. 

The stale mem said -Vilas, who' 
appealed to the MIPTC earlier 
this week against the oiling, was 
supported in this .case by rivals 
such as Wimbled * hv champion 
John McEnroe of the United Sta*.

Carl Lewis shuns comparison 
with Olympic great Jesse Owens

LOS ANGELES -“Carl Lewis? 
What country does he compete 
for r 

The receptionist at the athletes' 
quarters at last weekend's U.S.- 
East Gcrmay track and field mee- 
ting was stumped, to the ama- 
zement of a Scandinavian jou- 
rnalist who wanted an interview. 

Surprisingly, there are still some 
Americans who do not recognise 
the name of the man who could 
emulate the great Jesse Owens at 
the Los Angeles Olympics next 
year, .but the number is dwindling. 

. Owens won the 100 and 2(«J 
metres and the long jump and ran 
in the winning 4x I HO metres relay 
team to take four gold medals at 
the 1936 Olympics in Berlin, an 
unparaUellcd feat in track and 
field. 

Lewis, star of the U.S. squad for 
the World Athletics Cha- 
mpionships in Helsinki in August, 
is Lhe present master of sprint and 
long jump and closing in on the 
world records a year ahead of the 
Los Angeles games. 

"Jesse Owens just happened to 
run the events before me." Lewis 
said. “My objective is to do the 
things that Carl Lewis wants to do- 
I’ll never surpass Jesse Owens 
because we're in different times.” 
Lewis believes he has “a God- 
given Lalent that I feel is my duty 
to try and perfect." This talent, 
refined by strong mental mot- 
ivation and the attention of res- 
pected Houston University coach 
Tom Tellez, has brought him to 
the brink of three elusive world 
records. 

Lewis has run the 1 00 metres in 
9.97 seconds, the second fastest 
time ever and a mere 0.02 seconds 
off the 196.x world mark of Jim 
Hines. He was originally clocked 
at 9.96 but the time was amended 
last week after re-assessment of 
the oFficial race photograph. 


month he broke Tommie 
Smith’s 1 96* O.S. 200 metres 
record, clocking 19.75 seconds 
despite holding both arms in the 
air for the last ID metres. The time 
was just 0.03 seconds outside the 
world record of Italian Pietro 
Mennea. 

At the same meeting— the U.S. 
National Championships— he' 
long-jumped H.79 metres, a leap 
surpassed only by the *.90 metres 
of Bob Beamon at the 196* Oly- 
mpics which made a nonsense of 
all previous long jump 
efforts— and most subsequent 
ones loo. 

All three world marks were set 
in the thin air of high-altitude 
Mexico City, an advantage not 
enjoyed by Lewis in his per- 
formances. 

Lewis. I .** metres tail and wei- 
ghing * I kg. say s he is in no hurry 
to set world records. “I look for- 
ward to the time this happens. But 
I'm also not rushing because if I 
change my objective, change my 
ideas now. then I don't think I 
would improve at all ” he said. 

"I think I am the most misrake- 
free athlete competing in the long 
jump.” said Lewis, who has exc- 
eeded 2* feet (*.53 metres) nine 
times outdoors in the past two 
years. Only three other men have 
jumped so far. and never more 
than once. 

“‘There are not many mistakes 
in my jumping now when I jump 
correctly." he says." It’s just men- 
tal errors that I make.” 

Lewis, ranked world number 
one in the long jump and 1 W) met- 
res last year, says he can run the 
1 (HI and 2*H) faster: But chances of 
seeing him compete this summer 
will be limited. 

“1 will compete in one meet 
before the World Championships 
in Helsinki (August 7-14) and 
four meets afterwards.”' he said.. 
That’s ray limit. 1 like to compete 
and tram and be coached and int- 
eract- I just don’t feel that I can do 


that the way 1 want to when I com- 
pete in a number of meets in Eur- 
. ope. 

“'Right now I have only long- 
jumped twice this year and I could 
probably see long-jumping only 
two more times, including the 
World Championships.” 

"1 have been to just about every 
big meet in the world except the 
World Championships and the 
Olympic Games, that’s why I’m so 
anxious to go there.” Lewis said. 
“All the rest of the meets I don’t 
need to go lo anymore. 

“1 feel chat when I compete, 
then lake a week or two off and 
look at my mistakes, iron them out 
and then train and get ready for 
the next competition. I can perfect 
my talent even better than by 
going from meet to meet.” 

Lewis plans to compete in at 
least two events at the World 
Championships and may Sian in 
the four which provided Owens 
with his golden quartet in Berlin. 

"The l*H) metres and long jump 
are concrete.”

“I know people say they can’t 
believe 1 did that (raised his 
arms).”

But last year, in his 
second year at Houston, he was 
ruled academically ineligible to 
.compete for the university. 

However, he stayed at Houston 
and continued his education, spe- 
cialising in radio and television 
communications. He hopes io 
complete his degree before the 
Olympics.

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West expected to agree 
on extra funds for IMF 


PARIS ( R) - The Group of Ten 
(G- 1 **l leading Western ind- 
ustrialised nations were moving 
Friday towards agreement nn pro- 
viding extra funds for the Int- 
ernational Monetary Fund {I vfF). 
if needed, before the year's end. 
senior financial sources said. 

Mourning, demands from the 
world's debtor countries could, 
leave the I MF short of cash belore 
its resources are effectively dou- 
bled by next year's planned quota 
increases from members and the 
opening of other credit lines. 

Bui no firm decisions on how 
much extra to lend the fund are 
envisaged before its annual gen- 
eral meeting in W ashington in late 
September, the sources said. 

I vl F Managing Director Jac- 
ques De Larosiere is expected to 
follow up the talks here at next 


Monday's monthly meeting of 
central bankers at the Bank for 
international Settlements (BIS I in 
Basle, the sources added. 

The G- 1 o deputies' meeting has 
broughttogeiher top treasury off- 
icials and central bankers from the 
United States. Japan. West Ger- 
many. France. Britain. Italy- Can- 
ada. the Netherlands. Belgium 
and Sweden, with the par- 
ticipation of Switzerland. 

Monetary sources estimate that 
the fund may need up to s 7 billion 
more before the new quota inc- 
rease come into effect. 

Last March the IMF secured 
agreement in an effective dou- 
bling of its financial resources to 
just under SI no billion. But this 
will not be avaible until end- 1 983 
as most members have to legislate 


for the extra money. 

The talks here have been com- 
plicated by the reluctance of Saudi 
Arabia to lend a further S4 billion 
to the IMF. provisionally agreed 
in IUXI. the sources said. 

Mr. De Larosiere is expected to 
have further contacts with Saudi 
ofiftcials somewhere in Europe 
over the next few days. But sou- 
rces here said they already knew 
that Saudi Arabia was not going to 
provide the full amount. 

Extra money from ind- 
ustrialised countries, if needed, is 
not conditional on a fun her Saudi 
credit. 

Discussions about how it should 
be raised are expected to con- 
tinue. but credit lines seem pre- 
ferred to market borrowing by the 
IMF. the soureces added. 


Rome prepares to lift 
blockade on pipeline deal 


ROME(R) -Italy is preparing to 
complete its long-delayed deal 
with the Soviet Union to buy gas 
through the controversial Siberian 
pipeline, a government spo- 
kesman said Friday. 

“It is true. A signature is now 
imminent. As soon as (Italian 
state energy group) Eni presents 
the documents the next gov- 
ernment will unblock the deal as 
one of its first acts." trade ministry 
spokesman Mr. Enrico Nassi told 
Reuters. 

Basic terms for the long-term 
contract were initialled in October 
IMS I . Eni subsidiary Snam Spa 
agreed to take an annual 8.5 bil- 
lion cubic metres of Soviet gas 


through the Siberian pipeline. 

But former prime minister Mr. 
Giovanni Spadolini froze the deal 
two months later when he imp- 
osed a “pause for reflection" after 
the Polish authorities imposed 
martial law in December. 

Mr. Nassi said first steps to rev- 
ive the agreement were taken in 
may this year when top Soviet 
trade officials held talks in Rome 
with Trade Minister Nicola Cap- 
ria. 

A technical mission from Eni 
visited Moscow soon after to seek 
a renegotiation of pricing clauses 
to take account of the slide in oil 
and gas prices over the past IK 
months. 


“New terms have now been def- 
ined which Eni says it regards as 
fair." the trade ministry official 
said. 

Apart from concessions over 
pricing Moscow had undertaken 
to increase its cash payments for 
imports from Italy to cut a chronic 
Italian trade deficit with the Soviet 
Union, he said. 

Officials at the Italian private 
industry association. Con- 
findustria. said association pre- 
sident Mr. Vittorio Merloni held 
detailed talks in Moscow earlier 
this week on ways to cut the bil- 
ateral trade deficit, which reached 
nearly 2.750 billion lire (SI. 8 bil- 
lion) last year. 


S. Korea stresses economy 


SEOUL (R) - Cabinet changes 
by South Korean President Chun 
lino Hwan have put the accent 
firmly on pushing the country's 
economy back into top gear. 

I he changes, announced Wed- 
nesday. affected only two min- 
istries. but they are regarded as 
being of major importance here. 

President Chun appointed for- 
mer commerce minister Mr. Suh 
Suk-Joon. 45. an American- 
educated technocrat, as deputy 
prime minister and minister of 
economic planning. 

Experts said Mr. Suh. once a 
senior adviser to the president, 
would be the man responsible for 
injecting vigour into planning this 


country's economic progress. 

Government officials say South 
Korea's Gross National Product 
(GNP» is expected to grow by 8.1 
percent —one of the highest rates 
in the world — in 1 983. compared 
to the government s projection of 
7.5 percent and last year's 5.4 per 
cent growth. 

The Korean development Ins- 
titute (KDI). a government think 
tank, said the pace of economic 
growth was expected to quicken 
further next year with the GNF 
projected to rise by 8.4 per cent. 

The Korea Herald said Thu- 
rsday the appointment of Mr. Suh.

$31.9m UNDP aid 
for Arab World 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Food security, 
human resource development, 
strengthening of Arab dev- 
elopment institutions, and imp- 
roved intercountry transport and 
communications are the main pri- 
orities for Arab regional co- 
operation with support from the 
United Nations Development 
Programme (UNDP) over the 
□ext four years, a statement issued 
here Tuesday said. 

In its session of 6-24 June in 
New York. UNDP's 48-country 
governing council agreed to a pro- 
posed Arab States/UNDP reg- 
ional programme based on these 
four priorities. Through 1986. the 
UNDP currently expects to pro- 
vide 531.9 million worth of tec- 
hnical co-operaiion from iis own 
funds for regional projects for- 
mulated with the Arab States. 
Regional project financing from 
the Arab govern me ms themselves 
normally matches or exceeds that 
of UNDP. 

“Broad agreement on this ‘age- 
nda* for our joint technical co- 
operation came through a wide- 
ranging series of thinking, pla- 
nning and consultation session 
with and among Arab rep- 
resentatives." according to Mus- 
tapha Zaanouni. LIN DP Assistant 
Administrator and Director of the 
Regional Bureau for Arab States. 

“This consensus of main pri- 
orities provides guidance noi only 
for UNDP, but also a challenge for 
possible action by financing sou- 
rces within the region." Mr. Zaa- 
nouni said. 

“Given the identified technical 
co-operation needs and the fin- 
ancing potential that exists in the 
region, we can see that much more 
than the 514 million presently ava- 
ilable from UNDP for new pro- 
jects may be required and should 
be mobilized for joint regional 
projects for the four years, inc- 
luding Arab government and 
UNDP contributions." Mr. Zaa- 
nouni added. “Participating Arab 
countries and institutions will also 
be closely involved in the design 
and execution — and of course 
benefit from the results — of the 
regional projects we jointly car- 
ried out." 

Co-operative planning and 
funding 

Recommendations and dec- 
isions that emerged from a num- 
ber of Arab. Arab and African, 
and international meetings in rec- 
ent years were drawn upon for the 
'programme, including: 

— A meeting of Arab dev- 
elopment planners responsible for 
international technical co- 
operation in January 1983 under 
the auspices of UNDP’s Regional 
Bureau for Arab States; 

— The Symposium on "the 
Arab World in the Year 2. tint)”, 
organised by UNDP in May 1980; 

— The Arab Regional Meeting 


on Technical Co-operation among 
Developing Countries, also org- 
anised by UNDP in May l l >8<): 

-- The Lagos summit meeting, 
held by the Organisation of Afr- 
ican Unity in April 1980. which 
recommended priority areas tor 
regional co-operation of rel- 
evance to Arab states members of 
OAU; 

— The Eleventh Arab Summit 
Conference in November iwxo. 
which adopted a charter for nat- 
ional economic action and a str- 
ategy for joint Arab economic act- 
ion: 

— Consultations with individual 
governments through UNDP's 
resident representatives, the Arab 
League and its specialised age- 
ncies. the Linited Nations spe- 
cialised agencies and regional 
Economic Commissions for West 
Asia (ECWA) and Africa (ECA). 

The countries where regional 
projects operate marshall their 
own personnel, buildings, equ- 
ipment and other resources for 
project activities, and meet the 
cost of providing these inputs. In 
addition to these national cou- 
nterpart contributions, more than 
matching those from UNDP, a 
number of Arab governments 
make “cost-sharing " con- 
tributions for regional projects — 
foreign-currency payments thr- 
ough UNDP for additonal project 
activities beyond those UNDPcan 
itself finance. 

During the previous pro- 
gramme period (1977-lu.sj ). 
Arab governments and UNDP 
jointly supported Jn5 regional 
projects. UNDP allocations amo- 
unted to 522.3 million. Arab gov- 
ernments contributed counterpan 
costs of a like amount, and cost- 
sharing contributions of over 5 i I 
million were made by Arab gov- 
ernments and the OPEC Fund. 

Sharing the Red Sea food 
riches 

For example, in the area of food 
security, fisheries in the Red Sea 
offer considerable potential for 
increased protein consumption in 
the surrounding countries -- as 
well as new income, employment 
and export opportunities. Since 
1978. UNDP-financed specialists 
from the Food and Agriculture 
Organisation (FAO) have helped 
survey the fish reserves in the Red 
Sea. introduce better boats and 
fishing equipment, train fis- 
hermen in modern fishing and 
handling methods, and initiate 
pilot schemes in fishing com- 
munities. Among the results so tar 
are:’ 

— Yemen Democratic Republic 
has restored its Bechc-de-Mer 
industry and now supplies dried 
fish to its domestic markets and to 
Singapore: 

— Sudan is developing pro- 
totypes of better fishing vessels, 
improving marine and storage fac- 


ilities. and has proven the pot- 
ential for major fisheries inv- 
estment: 

— Egypt has begun processing 
and packing salted fish and built 
fish storage with a capacity of 25 
tons. In a recently established 
pilot fishing camp for 81 1 fis- 
hermen. there income has risen 
three- fold in three years. 

Because of the long-term dev- 
elopment potential so far rev- 
ealed. the Red Sea countries have 
set up a joint steering committee 
to oversee this regional project, 
external investment of s2.5 mil- 
lion has been attracted for one 
marine fisheries development 
scheme, and LINDP support will 
continue through 1 983. 

As another example, a master 
plan for a telecommunication 
network linking Mediterranean 
and Arab countries — called 
“ Medarabtel" — was adopLcd by 
2S participating governments in 
1978. The master plan resulted 
from five years of pre-investment 
surveys and feasibility studies car- 
ried out with government funding 
and UNDP technical assistance 
through the International Tel- 
ecommunication Union. Other 
feasibility investigations were 
conducted through a special pro- 
gramme for the preparation ol 
investment projects in many scc- 
tors, including tel- 
ecnmmunieation. which LINDP 
implemented through the Arab 
Fund for Economic and Social 
Development (A PESO) in 
1 975- 1 ‘is | . 

Included in the planned net- 
work arc international telephone, 
telex, lelegraph. television and 
broadcasting services for the reg- 
ion. as well as two proposed 
inter-continental submarine cab- 
les. 

Contribution from Jordan 

Investments lor progressive 
establishment of new tel- 
ecommunication segments in the 
network have been granted by nat- 
. ional administrations. For exa- 
mple. in 19KI. work could begin 
on pan of the Inter-Arab Com- 
munication Link in one sub- 
region as a result of over 84.5 mil- 
lion invested that year by the gov- 
'emment of Jordan, following rec- 
ommendations of the LINDP' 
AFESD-supported project. 

A further regional project ass- 
isted by LINDP is providing spe- 
cialised help to national tel- 
ecommunication administrations 
in implementing the master plan. 
Project activities include training 
of telecommunication specialists 
to continue future regional net- 
work planning: standardising int- 
ernational signalling systems in 
the region: and updating data on 
traffic and oLher relevant statistics 
for use by regional organisations 
and country administrations.

Pirates rob 
Japanese ship 
off Singapore 

KOBE. Japan (R) — Five pirates 
armed with machetes boarded a 
Japanese cargo ship in the Strait of 
Malacca Friday and robbed the 
captain of money and goods, a 
coastguard official said Saturday. 

The official said Capt. Fumio 
vlano of the l7.S05-ton Meg- 
aiouras was robbed of SO. 000 yea 
(5333). 20 Canadian dollars, a’ 
radio and an alarm clock in a 
five- minute raid by the five- men. 
No one was injured, he said. 

He quoted a telegram from the 
vessel with a crew of 23 on its way 
from Japan to Kuwait as saying 
the raid took place early Friday 
morning about 40 kilometres nor- 
thwest of Singapore. 

Last Friday five men on a speed 
boat attacked a Japanese chemical 
tanker in the Strait of Malacca and 
stole 669.5 00 yen (S2. S00) in cash 
and the crew's wnstwatches and 
belongings. 


A foreign ministry spokesman 
said: “The department concerned 
released Li Shuang at an earlier 
date. July d. because she could 
observe the discipline in the re- 
education through labour 
(camp)." He declined to give fur- 
ther details. 

The release Friday, two months 
in advance, was first announced in' 
Paris Friday, when a French ext- 
ernal ministry spokesman said 
France was pleased Miss Li had 
been freed. 

Miss Li. 27. was seized in Sep- 
tember 19K1 and jailed two 
months later for two years on a 
charge of “incitement to deb- 
auchery”. a reference to the fact 
that she was living with her fiance.

Pravda reports Soviet 
experimental farm fiasco 


MOSCOW (R) ’ — An exp- 
erimental Soviet sheep farm that 
keeps the animals inside all year 
round has wiped out two-thirds of 
its flock, the Communist Party 
daily Pravda reported Saturday. 

Only about 10.000 of the ori- 
ginal 32.000 sheep at the farm in 
the Urals Province of Mariiskaya 
are still alive but work is still going 
on to extend the giant concrete 
complex, according to the paper. 

The report made clear that no 
attempt had been made to bait or 
modify the experiment, though it 
came under fierce attack from the 
government daily Izvestia IK 
months ago. 

The Mariiskaya farm was dev- 
eloped on the assumption that 
sheep would fatten more quickly if 
reared using the same batteiy- 
f arming techniques as for cattle. 

However, it was quickly est- 
ablished that sheep refuse to eat if 


they are not allowed in the open 
air. Diseases also spread rapidly 
among flocks penned together in 
the closed balls. 

Pravda said the farm was cos- 
ting about 12 million roubles (S 16 
million) to build and the original 
plan envisaged that the flock sho- 
uld have risen to 150.000 by now. 

The paper did not mention the 
earlier Izvestia report, which app- 
eared in February last year and' 
said that up to that time 10.000 of 
the sheep had died. 

An attack in either of the two 
main Soviet newspapers is- com- 
monly believed to lead to msjor 
investigations and changes, but it 
was evident from Saturday's rep- 
on that no action had been taken 
as a result of the Izvestia anicie. 

Western experts said this dem-, 
onstrated bow difficult it was to 
change anything in the bur- 
eaucratised Soviet farm system. 


Chile allows 
more exiles 
to come home 


SANTIAGO (R) - Chile’s mil- 
itary government has authorised 
M9 more exiles to return to the 
country, including a former pre- 
sident of the banned Christian 
Democratic Party and a former 
communist member of congress. 

The list of exiles announced 
Friday is the seventh since pre- 
sident Augusto Pinochet said last 
December that exiles would gra- ’ 
dually be allowed to return. It 
takes the total to more than 600. 

Among those named were 
Renan Fuentealba. former pre- 
sident of the Christian Democrats, 
and former communist deputy 
Cesar Qgodoy: who is K2. 

Official estimates put the num- 
ber of Chileans abroad who may 
not return at about 10.000. alt- 
hough human rights organisations 
say the figure is many times hig- 
her. 

Meanwhile prominent mem- 
bers of the Christian Democratic , 
Party still in the country said they 
had been summoned to court Sat- i 
urday morning under threat of 
arrest if they did not appear. 

They include former Foreign 
Minister Gabriel Valdes, the pre- 
sident of the party, who this week 
said he intended to join a third day 
of ami-government protests next 
Tuesday. 


Vatican kidnap 

deadline 

extended 


ROME (R) —The kidnappers of 
the daughter of a Vatican emp- 
loyee Friday brought forward 
their deadline for the release of a 
Turkish gunman who tried to kill 
Pope John Paul II. the Italian 
news agency ANSA said. 

In a message to the agency they 
set July 20 as the new deadline for 
the exchange of the missing girL 
15-year-old Emanuela Orlandi. 
for Mehraet Ali Agca. ANSA said 
investigators were treating the 
message as genuine. 

- In their first call to the agency 
on July 6. the kidnappers dem- 
anded that the Pope intervene 
with the Italian government to 
have Agca released within 20 
days. 

The latest message, delivered 
through a telephone call to a fri- 
end of the girL said she was no 
longer in Italy. The friend, who 
has not been named, said the man 
told her the kidnappers were nei- 
ther revolutionaries nor terrorists 
but only people “interested in the 
liberation of Agca". 

ANSA later reported receiving 
soother call Friday from a pur- 
ported member of the kidnap 
group saying their hostage was in 
good health. 

The girl, whose father Ercole 
Orlandi works as a messenger at 
the Vatican and is a citizen of the 
tiny Vatican state, vanished on 
June 22. 

Agca. serving a life sentence for 
shooting and wounding the Pope 
in May 19K1. was brought to 
Rome forquestioning Friday from 
a jail in eastern Italy. 

■ He told reporters as he was 
taken Into police headquarters: “I 
am with the innocent girL with the 
family which feels pain”. 

Police sources later quoted 
Agca as telling them he had not- 
hing to do with the kidnap and was 
opposed to any exchange. 

A brief note in Friday's Oss- 
ervatore Romano, the semi- 
official Vatican daily, dismissed 
the kidnappers demands as abs-

Police say Vicki Morgan

A year ago. she sued .Mr. Bio- 
omingdale. a member of President 
Reagan's so-called kitchen cab- 
inet of advisers, and his wife. 
Betsy, for $ 10 million, claiming he 
had promised to support her for 
life afer a 12-year affair. 

She lost heT case. Friday, her 
beaten body. lay in a city mortuary 
waiting to be claimed by som- 
ebody. 


In a local jail an out-of-work 
office clerk. Marvin Pancoast.33. 
was held for investigation of mur- 
der after he walked into a Hol- 
lywood police station and. acc- 
ording to a police spokesman, 
announced: “I just killed som- 
eone”. 

Detectives who went to .Ms. 
Morgan's Hollywood home, 
which she was to have vacated 
Thursday as she could no longer 
afford the rent of more than 
S l .000 a month, found her 
partially-clad body in bed and a 
baseball bat by her side.

Police said Pancoast was moved 
Thursday night from a cell in the 
police station to the local jail bec- 
ause they feared he might try to 
commit suicide.

Reagan ready to fire any ‘wrongdoers’ 


U.S. schoolgirl sees Moscow sights 


Wider powers for U.K. police 


WASHINGTON (R) -President 
Reagan said Friday he would fire 
any aide found guilty of wro- 
ngdoing in his 1980 election cam- 
paign against former President 
Jimmy Carter. 

Mr. Reagan commented shortly 
after he had ordered everyone in 
his administration to cooperate in 
a federal investigation into how 
his aides obtained private briefing 
papers prepared for Carter prior 
to their campaign debate. 

“If there is any evidence of 
wrongdoing. we'U take whatever 
action should be taken at that 
time." Mr. Reagan told reporters ’ 
as he prepared to board a hel- 
icopter for a short flight to his 
weekend retreat at Camp David. 

Asked if that would include fir- 
ing those found to have committed 
the “wrongdoing’’, he replied: 
“Yes.” 

The president did not_ define 


what he meant by “wrongdoing”, 
or say whether it must include a 
clearly illegal action. 

He also said he had no regrets 
about an earlier remark in which 
he called the controversy “much 
ado about nothing”. 

He said he would correct that 
statement if he had to “when the 
investigation is over and the truth 
is known”. 

.Mr. Reagan interrupted a mor- 
ning staff meeting and told them 
to cooperate in the Federal Bur- 
eau of Investigation’s (FBI) inq- 
uiry. 

“I jvant everybody in this room 
and the White House to continue 
to cooperate fully with the FBI 
and tell everything they know 
about any of these allegations.” 
aides quoted him as saying. “We 
want to get to the bottom of this.” 

It was the first time Mr. Reagan 
had ever attended one of the daily 


gatherings. White House spo- 
kesman Larry Speakes said. 

“ In view of aD that's been going 
on. 1 thought they should hear it • 
directly from me." .Mr. Reagan - 
told reporters later. 

He also denied any knowledge 
of an alleged campaign spying 
operation in which bis aides sup- 
posedly tried to hire mflitaiy off-, 
icers to watch U.S. bases for evi- 1 
deoce that Carter might be trying* 
to rescue U.S. hostages then being 
held captive in Iran.

WASHINGTON (R) - The 

Reagan administration's attempt 
to force birth control clinics to not- 


ify parents of minors who want to 
obtain contraceptives is illegal, a 
federal appeals court said Friday. 

The ruling upholds lower conn 
decisions in Washington and New* 
York blocking the so-called “squ- 
eal rule” issued by the Dep- 
artment of Health and Human 
Services in January. 

The regulation, which has never 
been put into effect because of 
court injunctions, would have 
required some 5.000 family pla- 
nning clinics which receive federal 
funding to notify parents when 
their children under the age of 1 8 
received prescription for bifh con- 
trol devices. 

The regulation was criticsed by 
a number of civil liberties and fam- 
ily planning organisations, but 
widely favoured by anti-abortion 
and other conservative groups 
that axe a vocal part of President 
Reagan's political constituency.
